CLOSELY CO NTESTED TRACK MEET 

Newton High Beaten by Medford High by the 
Score of 43 to 34 


The Newton High Track team, re- 
garded as one of the best school boy 
track teams in New England, was de- 
feated last Friday afternoon at the 
Huntington school gymnasium In Bos- 
ton, by Its closest rival for first hon- 
ors, Medford fligh. The score was 43 
to 34 with most every event closely 
contested. 

The largest crowd that has ever seen 
a dual meet at the gym was on hand 
and interest was at fever heat until 
the relay race, the final event, was 
completed. 

It was a dual meet that will long 
be remembered and there was no ques- 
tion but what Medford High was the 
better team. 

Medford High won because of 
marked superiority in the field events, 
especially the standing broad jump and 
running high jumps, where it obtained 
14 of the 18 points. 

Newton High uncovered its best 
work in the sprints, runs and hurdles, 
especially the latter event, where it 
obtained a “slam.” Parshley would 
have been the only hurdler on whom 
Medford could have counted, but he 
was unable to compete because of ill- 
ness. 

The greatest achievement of the 
meet was the exceptional work of Jos- 
eph Kelley of Medford High, who 
turned in Im, 22 l-5s for the GOO-yard 
run. Since the Greater Boston inter- 
scholastic meet, Saturday, Kelley had 
been confined to his home with the 
grippe and considering this, his feat 
was remarkable. 

Capt. Ward Crooker of .Medford High 
was the real hero of the day when he 
captured two first places, in the stand- 
ing broad jump and the 12-pound shot- 
put. Julius Kohler of Newton, who 
was second in the State-wide meet one 
year ago and al.so second in the Great- 
er Boston meet one week ago Satur- 
day, was picked to win the broad 
jump, but Crooker leaped 9 ft., 7V6 in., 
a noteworthy performance. The sec- 
ond individual high Point scorer was 
Kohler, who registered 8^6 points. 

Harrington Moore of Medford and 
Capt. Wesley Dicks of Newton High 
scored eight points apiece. 

There was more or less discussion 
prior to the meet concerning the hur- 
dle event, but that matter was settled 
satisfactorily by Messrs. Kendall of 
Medford and Dickinson of Newton. It 
was finally agreed to toss a coin to 
see whether the event should be run, 
inasmuch as no agreement had prev- 
iously been made concerning it, and 
Newton High called the turn of the 
coin. 

The relay race, the final event of the 
day, was the most spectacular race of 
the meet and was captured by Newton 
High. Kelley did not run for .Medford 
in this event. 

.Moore ran first for .Medford against. 
Kohler of Newton and opened up a 
fair lead, which he handed over to 
Risman. Howard Weeks, however, cut 


that down and passed over five yards 
to Walter Ryall, Newton's third run- 
ner, who in turn gave about the same 
distance to Walter McQulston, his 
anchor runner, over Henry Hormel, 
the Medford anchor. Hormel was 
chuck full of grit and fight and he 
gradually cut down the Garden City 
lad’s margin and it was a great race 
to the tat^e, McQulston barely nosing 
out Hormel by inches. 

Tlio final heat of the I.'i-yard dash 
was closely contested ,wlth Harrington 
Moore earning first place by inches 
over Howard Weeks of Newton and 
Julius Kohler of Newton. 

The 300-yard run was well contested 
betw'een Hormel and Moore, both of 
Medford, although Walter Ryall of 
Newton, had the pole. Hormel and 
.Moore fought it out and the former 
won by inches. 

Prior to the GOO-yard run It was not 
a certainty that Joe Kelley would be 
permitted to run because of his recent 
Illness, but he finally assured the Med- 
ford authorities that he was all right 
and proved it by going out early In the 
race and winning over Capt. Wesley 
Dicks of Newton High by about 15 
yards. Dennle Chase of Medford, a 
recruit, nosed out Bari)a of Newton for 
third place. 

It looked as though Newton High 
would have everything its own way in 
the 1000-yard run. Capt. Wesley Dicks 
of Newton, the favorite, and McNeil, 
also of Newton, went out and held first 
and second places. F'inally Gahan of 
Medford jumped them and that broke 
up the combination and enabled “Con” 
Stewart and Orpin, both of Medford, to 
figure in the race. Dicks, true to ex- 
pectations, let loose and won thfe event 
al)out as he pleased. Stewart was sec- 
ond and Orpin a good third. 

Medford took first and second places 
in the running high jump when Harold 
Moody and Talton tied at 5 ft., 3 in. 
Cai)t. Ward Crooker hurled the 12- 
pound shot 39 ft., 4 in., which gave 
him firtr. place over Kohler of Newton. 
The standing broad jump was close at 
all times and Ward Crooker once again 
came into the limelight when he did 9 
ft., 714 iit.. his best effort ever. Kohler 
could not do any beter than 9 ft., G 
in. The summary:

FAREWELL RECEPTION 


Rev. Francesco Argento was tend- 
ered a touching reception by his Itali- 
an and Ameriwin friends of West New- 
ton at the Second Church, on the even- 
ing of Wasington’s Birthday. Mr. Ar- 
gento is to bo the minister of the 
French congregation of the Union 
(’hurch in Boston. 

A committee of twenty-seven Italian 
men greeted Mr. and Mrs. Argento at 
the door of the Church as they entered. 
These guests of honor then passed l>e- 
tw'een two hundred Italian and Ameri- 
can friends to a position at the front 
of the auditorium, where they stood 
between the flags of Italy and America, 
while the national anthem of these 
countries were played. 

There were several spenkers who 
congratulated Mr. Argento on the ex- 
cellent work he had done in Newton 
the past eight years and wished him 
“bon voyage” in his new work. It was 
made clear that Mr. Argento would al- 
ways find a welcome home among his 
West Newton friends as often as he 
might return. 

Among the speakers were .Mr. B. 
larossi. Chairman of the Committee, 
who w'as also chairman of the evening. 
He presented Mr. Argento with a large 
photograph of the Milan Cathedral and 
a .set of four French Classics; to Mrs. 
Argento. he gave a bouquet of carna- 
tions. 

Rev. .1. Edgar Parke, Mr. Daniel 
Barbo, Mr. Harlan D. Crowell. Mr. 
Burattine, Dr. N. Emmons Paine, and 
Mr. J. Vasile made brief addresses. 

Music was furnished by Mr. and Miss 
Caruso. .Mr. John Vasile acted as stage 
director in the presentation of two 
brief plays. He, together with Leo 
Barbo. and Misses Glanferanti and 
Ccraldi in the leading roles, represent- 
ed through the drama the value of the 
work which Mr. Argento had been 
doing. The second play, given in Eng- 
lish, was a farce, entitled “Thirteen 
Guests to Dinner,” the leading parts 
being taken by Miss Eva Cavallo and 
Misses Gianferanti and Geraldl.

TEACHERS’ LECTURE COURSE 


The committee In charge of teachers’ 
■ourses for the school year 1922-3 has 
arranged three series of lectures. Two 
have already been completed, both of 
a technical, scientific, nature, of inter- 
est only to teachers. The third begins 
Thursday, March 8tn, at 2.30 o’clock 
In the Technical High School Hall. 

The coming course of six lectures 
will be non-techniciil in language and 
the doors are to be opened to Include 
citizens and parents who are eager to 
gain a grasp of the most useful and 
most talked about subject today, 
“Practical Psychology.” Money has not 
been spared In securing the best 
authority in our Country as leader, 
Earle Barnes of Philadelphia. His is 
not a new face to Newton audiences 
and the announcement that this course 
Is to be open to the public will be 
recleved with joy. 

Mr. Barnes was educated at the 
State Normal School, Oswego, N. Y.. 
Indiana State University, Cornell Uni- 
versity, and the University of Zurich. 
His life has been devoted to education- 
al work and he is regarded as an 
authority in educational matters. He 
was Profe.ssor of European History In 
Indiana State University, 1890-1892, 
and Professor of Education in Leland 
Stanford Junior l?’niverslty, 1892-1897. 
Professor Barnes lived seven years In 
European countries and during that 
time delivered lectures at the Univer- 
sities of London, Oxford, .Manchester, 
Birmingham, Leeds, at the Welsh Uni- 
versities, and before various other 
organizations in England, Scotland, 
and Wales. In recent years he has 
lectured extensively throughout the 
United States. As a speaker he is 
stimulating to a high degree, fearless 
and forceful, always compelling the 
closest attention. He is the author of 
"Studies in Education,” a series of 
monographs dealing with the psycho- 
logy of childhood, and of "Where 
Knowledge Fails,” and “Woman in .Mo- 
dern Society.” Professor Barnes has 
made psychology a special study and 
may be regarded as an expert in the 
.*-ubject. 

In his last letter to .Mr Harlan D. 
U rowel 1. Chairman of the Committee 
on -Arrangement of Professor Courses 
for Teachers, Mr. Barnes writes from 
Galveston. Texas, "Tonight in this 
Southern town, we filled the big hall 
and a hundred people stood. Psycho- 
logy la a craze over the country now. 
I do not know why and I have never 
seen anything like it before.” 

Course tickets may be obtained 
through any teacher or master in our 
public schools. A special list of books 
to be read in preparation for or during 
the course is also available for the ask- 
ing. Newton folk are heartily wel- 
comed to these lectures.

Mr. Gcldart’s nearest foreign neigli- 
hors are 15 minutes away. Elis five 
hoys play together in the big com- 
pound in which they live, attend their 
own home school, and make up for 
lack of companions by looking after 
their pets, 2 dogs. 2 cats, .1 birds, and 
2 rabbits, 

Mr. Geldart, before he went to 
China, lived in Newton and was a stu- 
dent at the Newton Theological In- 
stitution. 


NEWTON RED CHO.SS 


During the past six months, the citi- 
zens of Newton, through* the Newton 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, 
have contrllmted liberally of clothing 
tiiul money for relief work in Smyrna 
and surrounding territories. 

Two largo shipments of used cloth- 
ing, comprising several thousand gar- 
ments, have been shipped and are by 
this time Probably distributed and in j 
use. 

The national headquarters, through 
its Executive Committee, has expended 
up to the 1st of February, $2,333,536 
for relief of refugees In Asia Minor. 
Over half a million refuges are being 
fed daily and large shipments already 
received assure an adequate food sup- 
ply until .\prll. 

Last October, Dr. A. Ross Hill, 
Vice-Chairman, in charge of foreign 
operations, went to Greece and has 
just returned to Washington. 

Once again the American Red Cross 
has collie to the relief of suffering 
liiimanity and Newton, as usual, has 
contrllmted liberally and done its 
share of the work.

OMENS OF ANCIENT ROMANS 


How They Observed Birds and Cut 
Up Animals to Find Out 
"the Signs." 

The ancient Romans believed in 
signs. When they wanted to know 
whether to do this thing or tliat, they 
tried to find out "the signs.” Some 
persons looked at birds Hying over- 
head. Others cut up animals, to see 
what "signs” were Inside. 

Perhaps most Interesting of all was 
the custom of keeping certain chick- 
ens and calling them sacred. If some- 
one wanted to know if a plan would 
succeed, he tried to feed the chickens^ 
If they ate heartily, It was a good 
sign. If they refused to cat, the plan 
was prohahiy given up. 

When a Roman died, food and drink 
were placed beside his body in the 
tomb. Animals were sacrificed, and 
milk or wine was thrown on the 
ground. This was repented every 
year. If the relatives forgot, the soul 
was supposed to become evil and to 
bring bad luck. 

Animals were sacrificed In honor 
of the gods, as well ns for the spirits 
of men. IMg.s, oxen, and slieep were 
the creatures mo.st often killed. Flour 
and .salt were sprinkled over each ani- 
mal. its head was covered with clotlis. 
and tlien the priest raised a large 
knife or an .ax for tlie deatli-deallng 
Idow. Prayers wtuM' said l>y those 
looking on. The hones and fat were 
idaced on the altar and burned.

Once more we are compelled to call 
attention to the unequal administra- 
tion of justice by the local courts of 
the Commonwealth. When one judge 
gives a sentence of 15 days in jail for 
stealing a shirt and another only fines 
a man $100 for operating an automo- 
bile while under the Influence of li- 
quor, there is evidently need of some 
kind of supervision by the higher 
court judges.

Stone Implements All Alike. 

Perhaps tlie most cliaracteristic ol 
the Stone age are tlie stone axc.s and 
hammers discovered in many places 
In America. They are almost identi- 
cal with the tools of the neolithic 
man found in Eixrope. The stone 
weapons include daggers and war 
clubs. There are many examples of 
stone dislies, hewn from small bowl- 
ders. Witli wliat appear to liave been 
rolling pins of soinewliat angular de- 
sign the preliistoric woman of this 
coast seems to liave been well sup- 
plied. Primitive man in British Col- 
umbia apparently did a little smok- 
ing now and then. Old sliell mounds 
on the Thompson and Fraser rivers 
have yielded wlint appear to have 
been some stone pipes. Tlie early 
explorers found the native races using 
a true toliacco, nicotina atteniiata, 
which grows wild in tlie Thompson 
river country and was smoked alone 
or mixed with grease and kinnlkiu- 
Ick.

RADIO TO OTHER PLANETS? 

High Scientific Authority Declares 
This to Be a Possibility of 
the Future. 

Venti.s is possibly Inhnbttcd by 
human beings, and comnnmlcatlon with 
planetary neighbors by wireless ‘‘may 
1)0 possll)Ic, although the cost would 
1)0 Iminen.se,” in the opinion of C. Q. 
Abbot, assistant secretary of tlie 
Snilth.‘5onlan institution, who discusses 
various scientific phases of the “habit- 
ability of other worlds” In the annual 
report of the Institution. 

Mr. Abbot says Venus reflects light 
ns if It were surrounded with clouds, 
and so probably “it contains plenty of 
moisture.” 

“Its temperature is about the same 
as that of the earth,” he added, “and 
all other conditions are apparently 
compatible with the existence of in- 
telligent life.” Many popular writers 
have claimed great things for Mars 
as an abode of life. Mr. Abbot says, 
“blit I cannot accept this view.” 

Coiiimentlug on suggestions that “we 
are already receiving wireless signals 
from Intelligent beings outside of the 
earth,” Mr. Abbot declares the best In- 
formation seems to be that the "wire- 
less indications referred to are merely 
disturbances Introduced by solar or 
terrestrial causes as yet imperfectly 
understood.” 

The moon, our nearest neighbor. Is 
a waterless, airless, mountainous 
desert, and there Is no probability of 
Intelligent beings there; the probability 
is even less on the sun, whose intense 
heat would not allow any living being 
to exist there. This leaves as possible 
abodes of life in our solar system the 
seven great planets. Mars, Venus, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Nfeptune and 
Mercury. The outer four of these 
planets, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and 
Neptune, are, as shown by their low 
density, mainly in a gaseous state. 
Mercury, like the moon. Is an air- 
less, waterless, waste, besides being 
baked with terrliic heat, so this planet 
also is out of the running. The prob- 
able average temperature of Mars Is 
tlO degrees below zero, and its climate 
is drier than the Sahara desert. 


His Idea of Wealth. 

The late E. U. llarriman of railroad 
fame personally interested himself In 
an East side boys’ club in New York. 
George Keiinan, author of the recently 
publlslied biography of Mr. Harrlman, 
Interviewed some of the younger boys 
who had come In contact with the 
financier to get their Impressions of 
him. One twelve-year-old youngster 
had this to say: "Mr. Harriman’s a 
great man. He’s president of a rail- 
road and he’s worth a couple of thou- 
sand anyhow. He’s a quiet man and 
never tells anybody down here any- 
thing about his business. He isn’t 
wlmt I would call a good-looking man, 
but I’ll bet he could put up a good 
figlit. He lives 'way up town some- 
where in a house ail to liimself.” Be- 
ing “worth a couple of thousand any- 
liow” and living lii “a house all to him- 
self” .seemed to tlie tenement-houso 
boy of tlie East side tlie acme of 
wealtli and luxury. 


Why Farming Should Pay. 

The National City bank, of New 
York, after analyzing the census fig- 
ures for 1920, declares that for the 
first time In the hl.story of our coun- 
try tliere are more people working in 
factories tlian on farms. Fifty years 
ago there were more than twice as 
many country workers as city workers. 
This not only means that the farmer 
has a bigger market for his product, 
imt that he Is a greater buyer of man- 
.actured goods, because an Increasing- 
ly large proportion of the factory 
liaiuls are iiiakliig tilings for the coni- 
fori and convenience of people in tlie 
country. If we forget the year or two 
of hard times, now liappily pas.sing, we 
can see tliat farming is not a crowde<l 
l)u.sliie.s.s, and we can lie sure thnt it 
will lie generally prosperous In the fu- 
ture. Tlie man wlio gets dlscoiiraged 
now and leaves tlie farm liecause lie 
thinks fanning “doesn’t pay” is mak- 
ing a mistake. — Farm Life.

LEM’KX INSTITUTE 


The weekly Lenten Institute was 
held on Thursday evening, at Eliot 
Church. Following the cafeteria sup- 
per, Professor Lewis of Technology, 
spoke to the young people on the his- 
tory and development of the early 
church, particularly of the rise and 
development of the professional classes 
from the church. 

He dwelt upon the necessity of train- 
ing for the professions, and of their 
high ethical standards as workers for 
the community, pointing out that al- 
though the rewards in money are not 
so great as in business, the reward 
in service to the community cannot 
be overestimated. 

The question under discussion before 
the older group was that of the allegi- 
ance of the aliens in our midst to our 
country and to theh- own. Dr. Patton 
led in this discussion. 

The menace of a dual allegiance 
l)oth in war and in peace was pointed 
out in the matter of the foreign press, 
and in the fonmation of so-called “poli- 
tical blocks’ by groups of aliens. 

The question as to whether these 
aliens were becoming loyal citizens or 
not was discussed in regard to different 
races, the general conclusion arrived 
at was that, in the second generation 
at least, they were, in the main, loyal, 
Dr. Patton read a quotation from a 
well-known authority on immigration 
work who said that the Immigrant was 
more Interested in our ideals than in 
our past history, and that given a fair 
opportunity he would try to conform 
to these ideals. 

The question of the 3% restriction 
on immigration was taken up, and It 
was suggested that this percentage 
might be lessened. 

The remedy for our present evils 
as far as immigration is concerned lay, 
according to Dr. Patton in greater co- 
operation between church and state 
particularly in the matter of educa- 
tion. 

The discussion was followed by a 
religious service led by Dr. Person.

Eminent theologians, quite naturally 
It seemed to us, should have been 
the autliorlties from whose decision 
there could be no appeal on this ques- 
tion.

They were to let us know, says a 
Hartford Courant writer. We have not 
heard from them. Otliers, not having 
forgotten, told us. If we bad stopped 
with one all might have been well, but 
seeking corroborative testimony — a 
fellow’ worker having put the matter 
on a sporting basis, as It were, by bet- 
ting $1 that John Bunyan said It — we 
W’ent further and asked several of tlie 
eminent clergymen. Those who told us 
had so many favorites that we were 
more bewildered and amazed than 
W’hen we began. John Milton, John 
Bunyan, John Wesley, Sir Isaac New’- 
ton, Francis Bacon, Samuel Johnson, 
Dr. .John Donne, Bishop Hall, Dean 
Sw’ift — we could not believe that 
Dean Swift would have said that — 
Isaac Watts and Bishop Berkeley, 
those are some tliat w’e recall. 

Eminent literary men, appealed to, 
were equ;illy certain they knew and 
did not in all cases' disguise an amused 
contempt that we should ask a ques- 
tion when the answ er w’us of a nature 
that should spring spontaneously to 
the lips of the educated, but their 
choices w’ere as varied as those of 
their eminent brothers in another field 
of endeavor. About the only addenda 
to the lists given by the elergjmen 
that we recall were Alexander Pope, 
Ben Jonson — w’e know’ he did not say 
It — William Pitt, Earl of Chatham, 
Sydney Smith and Thomas a’Kempis; 
but they, when pressed, produced no 
documentary evidence. 

A pebble cast into the Pacific at Cal- 
ifornia will start in motion a wave 
that finally breaks upon the distant 
Asian shore, w’e have heard — w’e do 
not know’ who said that either, nor 
do W’e believe It — and In a somew’hat 
similar fashion our query began to in- 
volve otliers. A young woman hearing 
of the quest kindly called up to In- 
form us that Francis Bacon had said 
It. We asked her how’ she knew. She 
had attended a lecture shortly before 
and the lecturer had quoted the 
phra.se and ascribed 4t to the man w’ho 
once remarked that God .Vlmighty 
planted the first garden. Sornew’hat 
to her surprise W’e asked if she could 
po.s.sibly get in touch with the lecturer 
and ascertain where the quotation 
with its credit might be found. The 
lecturer, it later developed, was cer- 
tain of the fact, but could produce no 
authority for It. That started the 
young woman on a search among all 
the iiooks of quotations that were ever 
written and are still extant in Hart- 
ford. 

One person insisted somew’hat heat- 
edly and with no reservations that Mil- 
ton said it. Perhaps he did, but aside 
from discovering that the blind poet 
once remarked that 

For contemplation he and valor formed 
For softness she and sweet attractive 

grace, 
and also 

Grace was In all her steps, Heaven in 

her eyes, 
not to mention 

And grace that won who say to w’lsh her 

stay. 

W’e were unable to find that he was 
ever guilty of the bombastic and con- 
ceited remark under discussion. 

And so it went, and so it goes. I’er- 
haps some day w’e will know’, but w’e 
liave nearly given up hope.

They .saunter 
past the wlndow'.s that are occu.slonally 
lighted, showing somebody working 
late at a high de.sk over a big hwk, 
or hammering the keyboard of a type- 
writer. 

They puss up and down, going by 
twos and by fours ns nonchalantly as 
though they moved through a country 
lane. Their faces are thrown Into a 
high light us they pass the street 
ure.s. 

For them nil Trinity churchyard has 
an endless fascination. Fenced out 
w’lth the dark they walk along the 
wall ; they seem to w’utch the grave- 
stones. The stones shine white at 
night, the high cross In the epnter of 
the plot directly in front of the new 
Curb market building, is somehow 
more prominent than any of the high 
stone structures that surround the 
arches of the church. 

The only thing that show’s up ns 
w’hlte Is the front wall of the Curb 
market. It seems to rise directly at 
the back of the grass plot. The tracks 
of the elevated trains are visible. The 
five curved windows that light the 
second story look ns If they were five 
entrances on the ground floor. 

Through the crow’d of strollers 
through the cool streets come oc- 
casional people who are anxious to 
get home. 

About 10 o’clock a great many chil- 
dren come up through the street, some 
running and chattering, others so 
sleepy that they hove to be dragged 
along by the mothers who are getting 
them home after an evening down at 
the park. Half of the children want 
a drink of water when they come to 
the Trinity church w’ull. So the wom- 
en stop at the fountain built us a 
memorial to Ann Marla Cotheal 
Swords. The children w’unt to play 
In the w’uter, the mothers w’unt to get 
them home. 

So for a few hours after dark down- 
tow n Broadw ay seems to belong to the 
past, to young lovers and to romping 
children. They come that way every 
warm day and the men, who sit silent- 
ly on w’atch in corners of buildings 
and In doorw’ays are generally glad 
to see them come. 


Electric Flypaper. 

The struggles of a fiy caught on a 
sheet of tanglefoot paper arl* painful 
to witness. Perhaps, how’ever, the in- 
sect undergoes no worse sufferings 
than when poisoned. 

Wljy not kill the flies by electricity? 
John H. Turpin, of Bremerton, Wash., 
has invented a simple little machine 
for the purpose. You hang It on the 
w’all and it does the rest. Balt, of any 
kind suitable, attracts the insects to 
a slot through w’hlch It is exposed to 
view’ and smell. The slot I^ a narrow 
elongated opening between two metal 
plates.

This happens 
becnu.se the plates are attached by

Ramsey, probation officer for Middle- 
sex County, who preferred to use the 
money spent on keeping persons out 
of prison, rather than on examinations 
and reports after conviction. Ho em- 
phasized strongly the teaching of 
Christian morality in the homo. This 
bill was endorsed with 64 in oppos- 
ition.

Believed to Have Been Printed In 

China Before Western Hemisphere 
Knew of Movable Type. 

Wllllnm Richard, former vice presi- 
dent of the American Nuinlsnmtlc so- 
ciety, wlio nequlred two rare books 
during a trip to China several years 
ogo, has announced after thorough in- 
vestigation, his conviction tiint he luis 
one of the rare books called the “Tan- 
Jur,” or the Book of the Doctrine of 
the Tibetans. 

For some time after he came Into 
possession of the book, Mr. Richard 
looked upon it as only a curiosity 
without any particular worth, until 
he sliowed it to a friend, wlio urged 
him to investigate its origin. After 
more than a year studying the litera- 
ture of Tibet and Clilna, he found 
that the book was printed more 
than 1,000 years ago with mov- 
able type, at that time unknown in 
the western hemispliere. Mr. Rich- 
ard says he has proved conclusively 
that the “Tanjiir” was printed 700 
years before the famous Gutenberg 
Bible, the first European book print- 
ed with movable type. 

From an office boy for Jolm D. 
Rockefeller Mr. Richard lias come to 
travel In recent years In many for- 
eign countries ns representative of the 
Standard Oil company and otlier 
American firms. Before he left for 
the Orient, about eight years ago, 
he had one of the best stamp collec- 
tions in this country, which he sold 
for $16,000. 

“About five years ago I came into 
possession of the manuscript in San- 
skrit, or, rather, in Devnnngarl, which 
in Tibetan is called tlie ‘Tanjur,’ tlie 
Sacred Book of Doctrine of the Tibet- 
ans,” said Mr. Richard. "I came across 
it in a monastery nt the same time 
Hint I found the ‘Knnjur’ at the bor- 
der of Tibet. As no one there ap- 
peared to realize the value of the 
documents, I had no dlfflcnlty in ob- 
taining tliem nt a very low price. The 
only other ‘Tanjur’ in this country 
that I have positive knowledge of is 
in tlie American Museum of Natural 
History. 

“The value of this rare hook is said 
to dlfTer according to the ink used. 
For Instance, a copy In red is worth 
108 times more than a copy in black; 
one In silver is more vnlunhle than 
one in red, and one in yellow or gold 
is more highly prized than one in sil- 
ver. The Manchii emperor of Cliina. 
Klenliing, who flourished in 1706, had 
a copy of the ‘Tanjur’ which was 
said to have tlien been valued at 
$6,.500.” — Philadelphia Inquirer.

ALDERMEN MEET 

Many Pelillons lor Changes In the Zoning 
Districts. Budget Received 


The principal Interest In the meet- 
IiiR of the aldermen on Monday eve- 
ning was the presentation of the an- 
nual budget by Mayor Childs, the chief 
items of which are given In another 
column. 

All the members but Alderman 
nickey were present and there was 
Wie usual grist of routine hearings. 

Objection was made to the location 
of Edison poles on Waban park. 

No one appeared on petitions of Al- 
marln Trowbridge for garage at 734 
Centre street, on concrete sidewalks 
on Walnut street, Newton Highlands, 
and on taking land for sewer In Wam- 
eslt road, the Trowbridge petition be- 
ing subsequently granted. 

Messrs. W. I. Cornell and A. E. Rust 
Spoke in favor of concrete sidewalks 
on Centre street, Newton Highlands, 
and Mr. L. B. Folsom favored a sewer 
in Plainfield street. 

The widening of Centre street at 
Washington street by taking a 15-foot 
strip of land from Louis Levine was 
opposed by Messrs. J. S. Cannon for 
Mr. Levine, James W. French and M. 
O’Connor. Mr. French In answer to 
an inquiry estimated the expense at 
about $100,000. 

* There was considerable interest In 
the petition of James A. Parker et al 
that the land on the southerly side of 
Commonwealth avenue near Lake 
street be changed from the private 
j*esidence to the general residence 
zoive. Mr. M. S. Williams appeared in 
favor and said that if the change was 
made it was proposed to purchase this 
land and erect a first class hotel cost- 
ing oyer a million dollars. The 
change was opposed by both Mr. and 
Mrs. C. P. Freshel, the owners of ad- 
joining property. 

Mr. Thomas J. Kenney appeared in 
favor of his petition that the land 
bounded by Commonwealth avenue. 
Walnut and Homer streets be changed 
from the private residence to the 


business district zone. Mr. Kenney 
said it was proposed to erect a blqck 
of four stores on Commonwealth ave- 
nue if the change was made. The 
petition was opposed by Mr. Albert 
M. Lyon of the Planning board, who 
pointed out that this land was under 
consideration for a park, playground, 
and ns a site for either a Memorial 
Building or a new City Hall. 

Mayor Childs submitted recommen- 
dations for additional land dam- 
ages for land taken for the new 
Underwood school, for land taken 
for sewer in Hyde avenue, and for 
land taken for the rounding of Wal- 
nut and Beacon streets. He also rec- 
ommended the payment of fire dam- 
ages at the Eliot and Stearns schools 
from the Municipal Insurance Fund 
and this action was subsequently ap- 
proved. 'The mayor submitted claim 
of Henry Cormier for injuries to his 
son, request of the Buildings Depart- 
ment that $5000 be advanced for addi- 
tional building inspectors and for 
new automobiles in that department, 
$1000 being subsequently approved for 
this purpose. The Street Commission- 
er recommended that Deputy Charles

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Hpecial committee appointed by 
the Board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber to study traffic problems in New- 
ton and make recommendations for a 
Traffic Ordinance to regulate vehicle 
traffic and established parking areas 
and one-way streets, has lieen active in 
the last two weeks making a survey of 
conditions in the city and studying 
the regulations of the other cities of 
the State for the purpose of preparing 
an ordinance in skeleton form to he 
submitted to the Aldermanic Commit- 
tee on Traffic. 

At the initial meeting of the com- 
mittee it was the expregsed opinion 
that in passing an ordinance and 
vesting the Police Department with 
the power to enforce it the city would 
be meeting a long felt need. Various 
suggestions were made by members of 
the committee for specific regulations 
governing certain sections of the city. 

Serious consideration is being given 
the conditions, evidently recently, 
wherein parking on some of the 
through streets of the city obstructs 
the way and prevents free passage to 
the Fire Department apparatus while 
answering calls. Restrictions which 
will do away with this near menace 
will be incorporated in the proposed 
ordinance. 

The committee will hold another 
meeting in the near future at w-hich 
the finished draft of the Chamber’s 
recommendations will be drawn up 
and submitted to the Board of Aider- 
man. 

Members of the Chamber’s commit- 
tee are, Former Alderman Henry D- 
Lloyd of Newton, chairman; Henry C. 
Robbins, President of the Waban Im- 
provement Association, Fire Chief 
Walter B. Randlett. Chief of Police 
Bernard F. Burke and Street Commis- 
sioner George E. Stuart. 

The Chamber Legislative committee, 
under the direction of Chairman 
Philip Nichols, is about to begin a 
study of the report of the State Com- 
mission on Municipal Expenditures 
and Taxation which has just recently 
been completed. 

This report, prepared by a commis- 
sion appointed by the Governor last 
summer, contains numerous recom- 
mendations for changes in the pres- 
ent State tax laws, and relative to the 
reducing and controlling of municipal 
expenditures. These recommendations 
will be taken under consideration dur- 
ing the present session of the Legis- 
lature. * 

It is the belief of Mr. Nichols that in 
addition to studying those legislative 
bills which directly or indirectly affect 
the City of Newton and voicing the 
Chamber’s approval or dissent of the 
same; one of the most effective pieces 
of work which the committee can un 
dertake.is to make a clear and 
thoughtful study of the above men- 
tioned report and be able to express 
the views of the Chamber membership 
on these liills when they are taken un- 
der consideration by the Legislature. 

A meeting of the real estate dealers, 
contractors, master plumbers, master 
painters, electrical contractors, and all 
others engaged in the building and de- 
velopment activities of Newton, wheth- 
er or not members of the Chamlier, is

THREE MILLION BUDGET 


The budget submitted to the aider- 
men last Monday evening by Mayor 
Childs was the largest in the history 
of the city and reached the grand total 
of $3,098,117.92. The department estim- 
ates were $3,141,142.92. The principal 
items are as follows; 

Schools '^$931,762 

Street and Forestry 809,362 

Treasury 397,912 

Police 201,707 

Fire 186,070 

Public Buildings 126,053 

These figures as compared with 
those of 1921 show an Increase in the 
School appropriation of about $150.- 
000, In the Street and Forestry of 
about $190,000, and about $44,000 in 
the treasury, due to serial bonds and 
interest charges. It is also inter- 
esting to note that the Playground 
Department ^as increased from $44,- 
855 in 1921 .✓ $78,457 in 192.3, and the 
F3re Department from $147,348 in 1921 
to $186,070 in 1923, due largely to the 
one day off in three ■’hich has re- 
cently been granted by the present city 
government- 

Under the head of pensions, there 
are items of $30,300 for laborers, and 
$10,575 for police. 

The mayor allows $21,875 for main- 
tenance of school building and $21,- 
930 for maintenance of other build- 
ings. He also approves $34,701 for 
plumbing in schools and there is ap- 
parently no recommendation for elec- 
tric lighting in the school rooms. 

Street lighting costs $80,000 resur- 
facing of street, $45,000; maintenance 
of streets, $80,000 and moth work, 
$28,000. 

Our charity department costs $72.- 
000 of which $29,000 is for Mothers’ 
Aid. 

School salaries total $656,763 foi 
regular schools, and $69.:I35 for the 
vocational school. $40,000 is approved 
for school fuel and $52,000 for sup- 
plies and incidentals. 

The Water department costs $175,- 
122 for maintenance and includes some 
.$34,000 for serial bonds, sinking funds 
and Interest on bonds.

ORDINANCE HELD INVALID 


The full bench of the Supreme Court 
has sustained the exceptions of Barney 
Atlas, who was found guilty of erect- 
ing a building on Washington street 
and W.'ilkor street, Newtonville, with- 
out having first obtained a permit 
from the building commissioner of 
that city, in violation of an an ordin- 
ance. 

CUilef Justice Rugg, in the opinion 
says, that one section of the ordinance 
does not conform to the statute. There 
is established by that section no 
general rule, either to guide the land- 
owner in selecting materials or de- 
signs for construction of his proposed 
building, or to govern the commis- 
sioner Is reaching a determination 
whether to approve or reject plans; 
nor is there any provisions for re- 
view by the courts or higher authority 
of the absolute discretion vested in 
the commissioner to prevent the land- 
owner from erecting a proper build- 
ing by refusing to issue a permit. The 
court also says that Judge Lawton of 
the Superior Court should have allowed 
a motion of the defendant and directed 
a verdict in his favor.

In the first semifinal heat of the 60- 
yard hurdles, Wendell Bauckmann of 
Newton was caught in 7 4-5s and that 
will go down as the new mark, instead 
of his 8s for the final heat. 

Walter Ryall, Newton, jumped into 
a big lead In the 300-yard final, which 
he held for one lap. when Capt. Ira 
Franklin of Brockton High passed the 
Newton boy. On the next to the last 
corner Henry Hormel of Medford 
passed Ryall and Rounsville, Fair- 
haven High, made a great try to take 
third place over Ryall. 

There were four two laps and five 
one lap relay races. The feature one 
lap race was the Medford. Newton and 
Brookline High affair. 

Medford High took the lead at the 
:tart. Moore of Medford handing over 
!a five-yard mergin to Cummings, who 
I in turn gave the same .advantage to 


Kelley and the latter Increased it over 
Duane of Newton by five yards, Hor- 
mel. the Medford anchor runner having 
a 10- yard advantage over McQuiston 
of Newton.

The Medford stands groaned, but 
quickly turned to wild cheering as 
they saw little Joe Orpen, running like 
one inspired, battle his way from sixth 
to third position, all in the last half 
lap, and his two points for third place 
clinched the meet for Medford, for the 
reliable Dicks running a heady front 
race, took first prize. Joe Murphy of 
Cambridge Latin jumped out of the 
pace late in the race and finished sec- 
ond, and might have caught the flying 
Newton runner if he started his sprint 
sooner.

She was a contralto 
singer of ability and as Miss Aagot 
Lunde, before her marriage, made a 
notable success In concert work and 
also as a church singer. In this last- 
named line of musical work she was 
for years a church soloist in AVorces- 
ter. 

She was born about sixty years ago 
in Christiania, Norway, and came as a 
young woman to the United States and 
with her sister, Sigrid Lunde, was 
heard frequently in public, the two 
singers, as contralto and soprano re- 
spectively, sharing in the programmes 
presented.

Previous to coming to this country, 
Aagot Lunde completed her musical 
education in Dresden, Germany, under 
Frau Goetze, a prominent teacher.

In Hpllo of the wenther, over ono 
hundred people took advantage of tho 
rare opportunity offered them hy Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank H. Stewart of Mont- 
valo road, Newton Centre, who on 
TuoHday night opened their home for 
Profensor Hung of Pekin UnlverHlty. 

Professor Hung was Introduced hy 
Dr. Barton of tho American Board. 
w|io In n few words told of the great- 
ness of tho University In Its educa- 
tional opportunities, open to men and 
women alike, and of Its matchless sit- 
uation. 

Professor Hung then spoke on "The 
New Movement In China.” Ho told 
how China, hurled Into the whirlpool 
of the world activities by the war, 
began to see that she was at tho mercy 
of foreign powers unless she changed 
her methods and came Into line with 
modern civilization. China, there- 
fore, began to take stock, as It were, 
to see wherein she could strengthen 
herself. This facing about on the part 
of China Is known as the "student 
movement” because It Is the students 
today who are China’s real leaders. 

Under their leadership, China has 
revolutionized her school system by 
the Introduction of modern scientific 
methods In place of the old classical 
studies. At first so great was the op- 
position to this change that students 
were paid to go to the government 
schools, now, there are over four and 
one half mllMon students. No nation 
has made such rapid progress 
China in the last decade, a decade of 
famine and political unrest. 

The revolutionary movement In 
China has three aspects, a social, 
economic, and political aspect. The 
social revolution means the changing 
of the family system In China In or- 
der to give greater Initiative to the 
young. The economic revolution 
means the changing from the small 
wohkshop to modern Industrialism 
and the political revolution means the 
giving of unity to China which so far 
has had no political unity. 

There Is no agreement as yet as to 
the form which this political unity 
shall take, hut all are agreed as to its 
necessity. 

Young China Is examining her own 
past with a view to correcting her 
defects, and she is examining the 
methods of the other nations, asking 
only two questions: “Does this meet 
the approval of Science? Does this 
conform to the Ideals of Democracy?” 

In regard to the language of China. 
Professor Hung denied Its difflculty. 
He .said that in this respect it could 
not compare with English, describing 
our language as " the most risky God 
has ever made.” His illustrations were 
very much to the point, and brought 
many a hearty laugh from his audi- 
ence. 

He admitted, however, the difficulty 
of the various dialects of China, and 
said that the government was now 
compelling the use of the Mandarin 
language. It is also recognizing the 
vernacular as a written language, and 
making efforts to make the pronuneia 
tion of the language more phonetic. 

In conclusion, the speaker paid a 
beautiful tribute to the Christians in 
China, saying that although they were 
few in number.s, their influence can- 
not he overestlmateci. 

China today is standing for the 
motto of her great university, "Free- 
dom through Truth for Service." Free- 
dom represents the greatest contribu- 
tion of Democrucy. Truth the greatest 
contribution of Science, and Service, 
the greatest contribution of Christian- 
ity. . 

After the address, tlie guests were 
given an opportunity to meet Dr. Bar- 
ton and Professor Hung, and a social 
hour with refreshments concluded the 
very delightful evening. 


Major Fred I*. BarnoH, who was at

He 
was the founder of the Clafiln Guard, 
later Company C of the Fifth Regi- 
ment, M. V. M. He was the first lleu- 
tentant of the company, and was elec- 
tc’d captain in 1873, which office he 
declined, afterwards serving as regi- 
mental quartermaster of the Fifth 
Regiment for fifteen years and ns bri- 
gade quartermaster for three years, 
with the rank of Captain, on the staff

of the late General William A. Ban- 
croft, commanding the Second Bri- 
gade. He was placed on the retired 
list in 1903, completing twenty-seven 
years of active service in the militia 
with the rank of major. 

He was connected with several mili- 
tary and patriotic societies, being on 
the board of managers of the Sons of 
the Revolution, and for several years 
serving as secretary of the Clafiin 
Guard Veteran Association. 

He was in the electric business for 
more than twenty-five years, five as 
manager of the Boston office of the 
Westinghouse Electric Company, and 
ten years filling the same office for the 
Stanley Electric Company of Pitts- 
field, retiring from active business in 
1915. He served as associate County 
Commissioner of Middlesex County for 
six years. 

Major Barnes was a son of the late 
Coring B. Barnes, for many years 
president of the Handel and Haydn 
Society. 

The funeral was held at the home on 
Tuesday afternoon, the services being 
conducted by the Rev. J. Edgar Park 
pastor of the Second Church of West 
Newton. The honorary pall bearers 
were the following officers and mem- 
bers of the Clafiin Guard Veteran 
Association; Lawrence Bond, F. G. L.

The Law of the Land, Afiist and Shall

A legnl friend, for whose judgment 
we have great respect has taken us to 
task for our criticism of our district 
courts last week where we referred 
to a jail sentence for stealing a shirt 
and a mere fine for operating an auto- 
mobile under the infiuence of liquor. 
AVe are willing to accept his opinion 
that there might have been extenuat- 
ing circumstances in the matter of 
stealing a shirt, liut we are still of the 
opinion that only a jail sentence 
ahould be meted out to those potential 
munlerers who operate an automo- 
bile while under the infiuence of 
liquor. AVe require an engineer of a 
locomotive to pass a severe examina- 
tion for fitness before he is allowed 
to run an engine on rigid rails and in 
an enclosed right of way. Railroad 
companies also require engineers to 
be men of strictly sober habits. AVhy 
should the public, then, meekly sub- 
mit to the terrible danger of allowing 
a few drunken beasts to injure and 
kill our women and children. AVhen 
it is known that automobile opera- 
tors with liquor upon them will be 
promptly sent to jail by every police 
judge in Massachusetts we shall begin 
to be somewhat safe on the public 
highways.

This hns boon n rather busy week, 
although the matters under consid- 
eration were of minor Importanee. 

The hill to allow the passing of the 
hat at sports on Sunday afternoons 
was killed In the House by a substan- 
tial vote and the advocates of a hill 
to allow bread and other bakery prod- 
ucts to he delivered on Sunday met 
with a similar fate. It is rather in- 
teresting to learn that the law which 
allows a baker to sell food on Sun- 
days does not permit him to deliver 
it. 

The committee on Cities has favor- 
ably reported a hill to permit the city 
iSf ;j<ewtdn f(t paV 1i lilll of the Fores- 
man Fleet ric Compand for work which 
was done inadvertently without com- 
plying with the provisions of the city 
charter. 

The bill submitted two weeks ago 
by Governor Cox to control the coal 
situation so far as it related to slate 
and shale was favorably reported and 
seems to have sufficient teeth to pun- 
ish anyone defrauding the public with 
the so-called “fire proof" coal. 

One matter where the House appar- 
ently acted without due regard to the 
merits of the hill or to the conse- 
quences which may come from it, re- 
lated to teaching chlltjren in the pub- 
lic school to take proper care of 
themselves while on the street. The 
House killed the bill simply because. 
It is said, that It did not like the 
Commissioner of Education Dr. Payson 
Smith. There was an abortive move- 
ment to reconsider the adverse vote, 
the next day. hut reconsideration was 
refused even after the friends of the 
hill had shown that 209 children had 
lieen killed and over 4600 injured in 
1922 from aiitomohile accidents. Some 
day this action will arise to plague 
the Republican party for its failure to 
do something along these lines. 

City officials from N’ewton were out 
in force this week to favor a hill to al- 
low a larger pension than is now pos- 
sible for foremen and inspectors of 
work. The present law. which gives a 
common laborer a pension amounting 
to half pay for the year previous to 
his retirement and without a maximum 
limit, has resulted in pensions of over 
$600 in many instances and over a 
thousand dollars in one case. The 
pension for foremen and laborers on 
the contrary is one half the pay. but 
shall not exceed four hundred dollars. 
It seems manifestly unfair to pay $600 
pensions to common laborers and but 
$400 to foremen and inspectors. It is 
understood that the committee has 
voted leave to withdraw on the liill. 

In this connection it,, Is of Interest 
to note that the Senate has voted to 
abolish civil service rules as now ap- 
plied to city and town laborers. 

AVe are able this week to give a fair- 
ly connected account of the troubles 
incident to the billlioard ordinance. It 
will be recalled that some two years 
ago the city government passed an or- 
dinance prohibiting the erection of 
billboards along Beacon street. Com- 
monwealth avenue and AA’ashington 
street. This ordinance with some 
minor alterations was approved by the 
Department of Public Works of the 
i State. Before anything could he done 
I under it. however, the Public AA’orks 
Department ordered action held up for 
' a period of ninety days. AA’hen thai 
' time expired It was in the summer 
season and no court was sitting to 
which City Solicitor Bartlett could 
apply. Early in September, the Piil)- 
lic AA’orks department again took up 
the matter and passed a second order 
extending the time in which the hill 
hoards should lie removed until April 
1. 1923. On representations made tiy 
City Solicitor Bartlett this week, the 
I’ublic AA’orks Commission revoked the 
April Ist order on Tuesday of this 
week and Mr. Bartlett is now free to 
mak an attempt to enforce the or- 
dinance. It is understood that the 
l)ill lioard companies are prepared to 
carry the matter to the United States 
Supreme court on a question of con 
Klitutionality. so that it may be i 
year or two longer before we may hope 
for their removal.

The locution of all such 
structures shall l)e designated by the 
Board before l)eing constructed and 
they shall he inspected and approved 
in writing by an agent of the Board 
utter completion and before being 
put to use. 

I..eacliing cesspooLs, unless otner- 
w’ise pernilttcd !)>’ the Board of 
Health, shall be not less than five feet 
internal diameter and six feet deep 
l)eIow tile Invert of the Intake pipe. 
W’hlch shall not he placed less than 
3 feet l)elow' the surface of the 
ground. All such cesspoolH shall l)e 
constructed in a thorough ami sul)- 
stantial muiiner, witli walls of stone, 
l)rlck or other suitalile iiiaterial, of 
sulllcient lliickiiess, not less than 18 
Indies if of stone, and of sucli strengtii 
as to preclude collapse, so Imilt as to 
ieacli elilclently. 

l.eudilng cesspools and privy vaults 
sliull not he located nearer than fif- 
teen feet from the outside of the 
cellar wall of any liuildiiig, nor near- 
er tliuii tiili’ty feet from any well, 
spring, Htreuni or other private source 
of water siipiily used for domestic or 
culinary i>iirpoues. 

Water light cessiiools, septic* tanks, 
and siniilur structures, and privy 
vaults sliall only be constructed ac- 
cording to plans specifying the form, 
dimeiisloiiH and materials thorc'of us 
approved by the board.

It was with n great shock and a 
sense of personal loss that the news 
of the death of Mrs. Abbott Rice, 
came to the Club Editor yesterday 
morning. Her work ns chairman of 
the l.<egislntive committee of the New- 
ton Federation was done so quietly, 
yet with such power, that It may he 
truly said her Influence has done more 
to arouse the interest of the women 
of Newton in legislative matters 
than that of any other one person. 
She was entirely forgetful of self and 
her own bodily infirmities, and gave 
her strength to the uttermost for this 
work. The meeting on February 
15 will stand as her monument. A 
former president of the Federation re- 
marked that day that no one but Mrs. 

One 
week ago, on February 28, at the hear- 
ing before the Joint Judiciary commit- 
tee at the State House, .Mrs. Rice spoke 
on behalf of the bill which she had 
had drawn up in the name of the 
Newton Federation, which may truly 
be said to be the culmination of her 
work. In all that she did she was so 
safe, so sane, and so broadminded that 
one felt confidence from the outset. 
For several years she served on the 
Legislative committee of the State 
Federation. During that time a matter 
came up for endorsement, upon which 
there was considerable difference of 
opinion, and It chanced that her hus- 
band opposed the point of view of the 
Federation. It was quite natural to 
suppose that she would not wish to 
present the matter for endorsement by 
the Newton Federation, but upon be- 
ing questioned as to her position, she 
replied that she considered it her duty 
to present it and she did, giving the 
arguments clearly on both sides. In 
her passing the clubs have lost a val- 
ued leader whose place will be hard to 
fill, but while her frail body is at rest, 
her sweet and indomitable spirit will 
remain with us a precious heritage.

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, . i-ni .Monday afternoon the Newton 
‘ViOther.s’ Club had an uiVn«Vaally full 
and interesting meeting at the home 
of Mrs. C. (i. Leutherbee on Prince 
street, West Newton. Rev. Paul S. 
Phalen in his talk upon, "The Church 
and the Home," made a very stirring 
appeal for parents to increase their In- 
terest in things spiritual as they con- 
cern their children. Mr. Harry C. 
Barber, supervisor of mathematics in 
the Newton schools, explained the new 
system of teaching arithmetic which is 
being used at the prcsenl time. A so- 
cial hour followed with .Mrs. G. 1. 
Jones, Mr.^. II. I). Lloyd, and .Mrs. E. F. 
Lovejoy as assisting hostesses. 


Mr. John Clair Minot in his talk on 
"What’s What Among New Books,” be- 
fore the Newtonville Woman’s Club on 
Tuesday afternoon, confined himself 
chiefly to outstanding fiction for the 
past year, choosing for discussion the 
six American and the six English nov- 
els which he considers the strongest. 

Beginning with the American novels, 
he placed Sinclair Lewis’s "Babbitt,” 
which has been among the best sellers 
both here and in England, for more 
than a year, at the top of the list. 
Although Mr. Minot Is willing to grant 
that Mr. Lewis’s books are works of 
genius from the viewpoint of char- 
.cterlzation, he does not hesitate to de- 
nounce him In the frankest way, 
for his outlook on humanity, styling 
him "the high priest of realists, who 
indicts civilization by portraying only 
that side of life which is petty and ig- 
noble and failing entirely to see what 
is beautiful. He considers the suc- 
cess of "Babbitt’* In England a good 
deal of a tragedy, as Englishmen 
are led to think that Babbitt Is repre- 
sentative of the business man of Amer- 
ica. 

Mr. Minot has great admiration for 
Alice Brown, especially in her latest 
hook, "Old Crow,’’ which he considers 
one of the best of the year, and praised 
her work for its high literary artistry, 
attained by going back to the soil from 
which her characters spring. He spoke 
of Dorothy Canfield Fisher’s "Rough- 
Hewn,” as a sequel of "The Brimming 
Cup" — "the other way around” — and 
might have come before the latter; of 
Kathleen Norris’ "Certain People of 
Importance” as a painstaking piece of 
historical fiction, and commended the 
novels of Willa Cather, especially "Old 
Pioneers,” for their portrayal of life in 
Nebraskan prairies. He predicted we 
would hear more from her in the next^ 
decade, that would be of high literary 
merit. 

Heading his English list, were A. S. 
M. Hutchinson and Hugh Walpole, who 
have become so well known here in 
America and so popular through "This 
Freedom’’ and "The Cathedral.” Fol- 
lowing these were W. J. Locke whom 
he characterized as "the kindliest spir- 
it since the days of Charles Laml)’’ 
Raphael Sabatini, "the best writer of 
historical romance in a decade,” and 
recommended " Scaramouche ” and 
"Captain Blood” to roadora; W. 13. 
Maxwell, author of "Spinster of This 
Parish,” had place among the six, and 
Sheila-Kaye-Smith, .Tohaime Gordon, 
also Lady Russell, who writes under 
the name of "Elizabeth” and well 
known through "Elizabeth and Her 
German Garden," were brought to no- 
tice as foremost among women wri- 
ters.

DEATH OF .MOTHER GENEVIEVE 


Mother Mary Genevieve of the Order 
of St. Joseph, who died Firday, at Mt. 
St. Joseph Academy at Brighton, was 
in worldly life Susan Martin, born in 
West Newton, about seventy years ago. 
She had been a member of the order 
for nearly forty-two years, joining it 
when it occupied one building only, 
at Jamaica Plain, with a half dozen 
sisters comprising the organization. 
Today there are nearly 600 and it has

■ CONG RESSMAN LUCE 

Gives the lUen’s Club of West Newton an Inter- 
esting Talk on the 67th Congress 


Congressman Robert Luce of this 
district was the guest and speaker last 
evening at the monthly meeting of the 
Men’s Club of West Newton, held in 
the parish house of the Unitarian 
Church. About two hundred members 
were present and during the dinner, 
there was community singing under 
the leadership of .Mr. Harlan D. 
Crowell. 

A most interesting feature of the 
evening was the exhibition of bugle 
calls by the Drum and bugle corps of 
the Girl Scouts under the direction of 
Miss Caroline F'reeraan, with Miss 
Katherine "White as drum major. It 
received a well merited storm of ap- 
plause. 

Congressman Luce said In part. 
“Criticism of the recent Congress is 
widespread. If I say .soqiethlng in its 
defence, perhaps knowledge of the fact 
that not a few of Its more important 
decisions did not commend themselves 
to my judgment and did not receive 
my vote, may free me from suspicion 
of prejudice. As a whole its work did 
not satisfy me, but I believe the rea- 
sons are misunderstood and the blame 
has been wrongly placed. 

•Before examining the grounds for 
grievance, let us clear out of the way 
the matter of routine legislation. This 
chiefly concerns the spending of money, 
through the appropriation bills. Here 


no just criticism can be made, but on 
the contrary there should he unstinted 
praise. The new budget system was 
made to do wonderful work In com- 
pelling department heads to submit 
honest estimates. Very few persona 
understand that here was the root of 
the trouble. Your Congress is not 
wittingly extravagant, but in the past 
It has been deluded into extravagances 
by the enthusiasms and misrepresenta- 
tions of the executive agencies of the 
Government. The budget system has 
forced these agencies to disclose the 
minimum with which they can get 
along. If any charge can be fairly 
made against Congress Itself, it is that 
of parsimony. 

“The net result Is that, taking Into 
account the fall in the buying power 
of money, the routine operations of 
your national government are costing 
you less than before the war. The ad- 
dition to your national tax burden is 
wholly due to unescapable costs re- 
sulting from the war, — interest on the 
debt, sinking fund requirements, the 
care of the victims, and like obliga- 
tions that everybody admits and justi- 
fies. These compel about four-sevenths 
of the tax levy. It is a burden that 
cannot be escaped for many years, and 
you can send nobody to Washington 
who can materially lighten the load.

WALTER .M« .lAC’KSDN DEAD 

Walter Montgomery Jackson, hook 
publisher in this nnd other countries, 
while on tho way to his Madrid office, 
died Huildenoly of lienrt failure nt Gib- 
raltar on Sunday after a few hours’ 
illness. He is survived by a widow, 
three sons and two daughters. 

Mr. Jackson was horn nt tlio Jack- 
son honiGstend In Newton Lower Falls, 
on Sept. 10, 1863, the eldest son of a 
family of four children, nnd left school 
nt an early age to enter huslnoss. At 
twenty-two ho w'ns a partner In tho 
Boston liooksolling nnd publishing firm 
of Estes and Imuriat and a director In 
several corporations Issuing educa- 
tional and art piihllcntlons. 

He moved, in 1898, to England and 
Iiconme equal partner in the sale of 
the ninth edition of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, nnd \vas tho junior member 
of tho firm that issued and sold tho 
tenth edition nnd that prepared the 
eleventh. It was the elaborately ex- 
tensive advertising campaign con- 
nected with tho first that introduced 
the American installment methods in 
English hiiHlnoss, and "The Times sys- 
tem” entered their vocabulary. When, 
in 1009, that paper passed to the own- 
ership of the late Lord NorthclifPe, in 
which delicate transfer Mr. Jackson 
took an important part, he himself re- 
turned to the ITnited States to live and 
begin to devote himself more actively 
to his American interests, notably 
The Book of Knowledge," and to the 
publication of works of reference In 
Spani.sh and Portuguese, maintaining 
a chain of offices In the several Latin 
countries.

A rumor haa been current in the 
last few weekR that Mra. Thomafl O. 
Winter, president of the General Fed- 
eration, has been offered a bribe to 
uflo the federation’s influence to help 
pans a bill throuRh ConRreHS. In the 
General Federation News for March 
Mrs. Winter tells of the constant bom- 
bardment of her office in attempts to 
use the federation to "put over" all 
kinds of purposes, good, had, and in- 
different, selfish and unselfish, wise 
and foolish. "Tills fact," she says, 
"should give us pause and make us 
pretty careful ns to how wo use our 
own machinery to back now move- 
ments. Our principle is pretty safe. 
The General Federation can endorse 
no largo enterprise over which It has 
no control, and the executive hoard 
has laid down the rule that It will 
not use the machinery of the federa- 
tion for tlTe raising of money except 
for federation purposes.” 

Anent the rumored bribe, Mrs. Win- 
ter says: 

"Every phase of propaganda, every 
new cranky Idea, legislative pressure, 
many purely business propositions, 
some of them masked, some of them 
open, approach us. In one case I was 
offered $250,000 in addition to the cost 
of our headquarters In Washington, If 
I would use the federation to put over 
a certain big affair through the wom- 
en of the country. To this I replied 
that the strength of the federation 
lies in the fact that It does not under- 
take a matter except when it believes 
in the righteousness of the purpose 
and not for personal aggrandize- 
ment. The offer was a genuine one. 
The letter is on file where it can be 
reached, but since it was made to me 
in confidence. I have never revealed 
It publicly. The episode Is six months 
old.”

IM)KK THE (ilLUEl) DOME 


Tills hns lu'cn one of the busiest 
weeks the writer hns ever experienced 
on Beacon Hill. Long committee 
meetings In the morning on Important 
matters have been followed by after- 
noon sessions of about four hours’ du- 
ration, with frequent roll calls and 
long discussions. 

The coal hill recommended by Oov- 
4Tnor Cox hns been passed by the 
House with hut slight changes. There 
Is little hope expressed by House 
members as to the efhcacy of the 
method expressed by the Governor, 
hut It Is also recognized that the pub- 
lic expect something and many voted 
for the bill for this reason. 

There was considerable debate this 
week on the hill to extend vaccination 
to pupils In private schools, although 
the Public Health Committee had re- 
jHirted leave to withdraw. This was 
with an understanding on both sides 
that no attempt would be made this 
session to change the present laws. 
Notwithstanding this agreement, the 
attempt was made on the floor and 
met a deserved defeat by a two to 
one vote. 

Senator Rice and Representative 
Early are on the committee which has 
been hearing the bill to allow classi- 
ticatlon of prisoners in state and coun- 
ty institutions over which there has 
been quite a controversy. It Is con- 
sidered as a back-door attempt to 
bring about state control of county af- 
fairs and the county officials are up 
in arms against it. There were many 
women present at the all-day hearing 
on Thursday, and among the speakers 
were Former Senator George H. Ellis 
and Commissioner Sanford Bates, a 
resident of Waban. 

Mr. Ellis, a former member of the 
legislative committee on Social Wel- 
fare, told of the cases which came be- 
fore that committee and of his full 
conviction of the need of better meth- 
ods of treating the inmates of the 
Houses of Correction. He said that the 
county institutions are not really so 
much houses of correction for the re- 
formation of inmates as they are jails 
for their confinement and punishment. 
Some such action as is proposed in 
this bill ought to be taken. Inmates 
are not cured under present treatment 
and it is no objection to the bill that 
it might not cure all under the new 
policy. If the bill were passed, there 
would not be as many old offenders as 
under the present policy. 

Mr. Bates said his position w'as a 
neutral one. His position was dis- 
closed through questions put to him 
by members of the committee. Com- 
missioner Bates said he believed in 
psychiatric examinations and in carry- 
ing forward the policy of segregation. 
The State institutions are making 
great advances in this direction, he 
said. In ans^wer to a question as to 
whether it interfered with county rule 
he said the counties are free to hire 
these experts and establish industries 
for the prisoners, and do other things, 
but the taxpayers might object. 

One-man cars were debated on 
Thursday and attempts to abolish 
them were defeated.

Those who dance must pay the piper, 
and those who go to war must meet 
the costs. As one who shared whole- 
heartedly in the action that brought 
these responsibilities. I for one refuse 
to repine. 

“To this tax burden may be traced 
much of popular discontent. In what 
are we all more selfish than in the 
matter of taxes? Every man of us 
thinks he is {paying more than his 
share. AVe all think Congress could 
distribute the load more justly. But 
tell me how? Talk it over with your 
neighbors and you will find conflicting 
views on every hand. Some want the 
sales tax. which makes the poor pay 
more than the rich. Some want a re- 
turn of the excess profits tax. which 
makes the rich pay more than the poor. 
.Nobody wants what he has. And Coir- 
gress gets the blame. Its members can 
console them.selves only with the reflec- 
tion that whoever may be in office 
will likewise be blamed until the peo- 
ple become accustomed to a tax bur- 
den in its magiiitude now wholly new 
to them. When it comes to be accepted 
as a matter of course, then the load 
will stop galling. 

“Other results of the war have swol- 
len the fault-finding. The war dislo- 
cated the American l)uslness structure. 
Earnings of cla.sses, groups, indivi- 
duals. were thrown out of the old pro- 
portions. Many l)ecame better off. 
many became worse off. some impov- 
erished, some were enriched, often 
without even knowing how or why. 
Those who went up in the scale are 
trying to stay v^here they find them- 


selves. Tlio.se who went down are 
trying to get back. As the important 
changes have been class changes, the 
important struggles are class struggles. 
This has made the development, 
the abnormal development, of class- 
consciousness and class-rivalries for us 
the moat ominous result of the war. 
Its reflection in ('ongresa, the mirror 
of the people, hns resulted in the worst 
activities of that body, and warrants 
you in your severest blame. But the 
fault is not that of Congress, it is the 
fault of the people themselves. When 
Congress enacts class legislation for 
the benefit of the farmers of the corn- 
belt .States and the planters of the 
Cl uth. It la hecnusc their representn- 
tl.e;i believe they cannot stay in public 
life unless they give the special privi- 
leges demanded by their constituents. 
The majority of the people in this 
count’.y live* between the Alleghenies 
and the Rockies. They dominate Con- 
giess. To their successful demands 
you may trace the worst of the legisla- 
tion of which you complain. 

“Disregarding party lines, forgetting 
political animosities, uniting in the 
co.nmott cause of self-interest, they 
have taken from us our money in a 
score of ways, they have increased the 
cost of our living, they have foisted 
on us unsound methods of finance, they 
have put the government farther into 
business, they have violated the 
pledges of both the great parties. 

“Against all this we of the East 
have protested and fought in vain. In- 
deed at times our efforts have seemed 
to do more harm than good, by fanning 
the flames of that unreasonable 
jealousy and prejudice so long shown 
by the newer States toward those of 
the Atlantic seaboard. A conspicuous 
instance of this appeared in the matter 
of the Cape Cod canal, the purchase 
of which had been advised by three 
members of the Cabinet, after careful 
study of its wisdom. Men of the West 
and South went to the point of fil- 
ibustering. an extreme rarely now 
seen in the lower branch, because 
they thought Massachusetts might 
benefit. 

“Of larger consequence was theiship 
subsidy bill. It was blocked by Wes- 
tern and Southern Senators. They 
have strangled the merchant marine. 
They promise in the next session to 
strangle the railroads, and their zeal 
in that direction is' not lessened by the 
fact that the railroads are owned 
chiefly in the East. 

“Still another of the evils brought 
by the war shows itself in the alarming 
tendency to resort to Congress for 
handling all sorts of problems that 
have hitherto been dealt with by the 
States. The centralizing of power and 
the development of bureaucracy, in- 
evitable in war times, have encouraged 
all sorts of reformers to think that 
through Washington they can. make 
a short cut to the millennium. Inso- 
far as Congress has yielded to their 
solicitations, harm has been wrought. 
Every step in this direction, by lessen- 
ing the authority and responsibility of 
the States, conduces to worse govern- 
ment. The rule ought to be; ‘Never 
turn to Congress for anything a State 
Legislature can handle.’ That rule 
means self-reliance, the greatest of 
governmental as of social virtues. 

“Congress is blamed not only for 
what it has done, but also for wdiat it 
hns not done. My own judgment is 
that its sins of commission have been 
far worse than those of omission. It 
is not a time for action. Before we 
engage in new ventures, we should 
make good the drains of the war. 
Nearly all legislation means more 
money to be spent. It is a time to 
save, not to spend. 

“Furthermore we are not agreed as 
to what should be done, either in do- 
mestic or foreign affairs. We are in 
confusion, worse, confounded. AVe can 
not even agree to disagree. If we could 
our great parties would take opposite 
sides on vital issues clearly defined. 
A.s‘ things are now, nearly every great 
problem splits each party. Here is 
another source of the troubles of Con- 
gress. Critics call for leadership when 
there can be no leadership because 
there is no agreement. Leaders must 
have followers and we are today in no 
mood to follow because we do not 
know what we want. 

“Time and lime alone w’ill straight- 
en out the muddle. Meanwhile, you 
must expect that your representatives 
in the halKs of legislation can do little 
more than grope for solutions. If we 
do this patiently, honestly, sincerely, 
pach with .such courage and skill as 
he can command, presently we may 
help toward better days.” 


DE ATH OK CADT. 0’( 0>>01l 


Mr. Frederick A. O’Connor, one of 
the heat known residents of Newton 
Highlands, passed away early Wed- 
nesday morning after an acute illness 
of hut eight days. 

He came to Newton over forty years 
ago and long has been active in the 
Congregational Church, of which for 
several years he was a Deacon. 

So modest and unassuming was he 
that few of his neighbors knew the 
interesting story of his life. He was 
horn in Boston of English parents on 
March 1 1th, 18.38, and celebrated his 
8r)th birthday Inst Sunday while con- 
fined to his bed with what proved 
his- last sickness. Many friends and 
business associates had remembered 
(he day with gifts of flowers, of which 
he was very fond, so that nothing 
could have made his last days hap- 
pier. As his father died when he was 
Imt a lad he was thrown onto his own 
resources and carved a career which 
has a valuable lesson for the young 
men of today. He chose the life of 
a seaman and worked up in the Mer- 
chant Marine. At the outbreak of the 
Civil AA’ar he was in Chinese waters 
but on his return to this county en- 
listed in the navy. His experience 
fitted him to accept an appointment 
as Acting Masters Mate which he re- 
ceived on .Ian. 15. 18(13. Later he 
was promoted to be Acting Ensign and 
on June 28, 1865 was appointed Acting 
Master. 

He was attached to the Flagship 
Minnesota, for some time, while she 
was on duty at and near Hampton 
Roads, operating as far as AA’ilming- 
ton as well ns in the James and. Chick- 
ahomlny Rivers. It was during this 
service that he was in the engage- 
ment with the Rebel Ironclad Merrl- 
mac which did so much damage to the 
ships of the Navy. 

A well-known engineer, Ericsson, 
designed the Alonitor, which was the 
first ship with a turret to house her 
guns, and the engagement in which 
the Minnesota took part, was so de- 
cisive that the turning turrets have 
been since the standard of the navies 
of the world. In the engagement the 
Minnesota went ashore, after receiv- 
ing a shot through her flag from the 
Merrlmac, it being of local Interest 
that that very flag is today in the 
museum of the Loyal Legion in the 
Cadet Armory, Boston. 

Under date of April 27th. 1909, he 
was awarded a medal furnished by act 
of Congress which has upon one side 
a bas-relief showing the engagement 
of the Monitor anc] the Merrimac and 
on the other an inscription that it was 
prepared and awarded in recognition 
of service during {he Civil AV’^ar. On 
July 6th. 1865, he married Mary Rich- 
.ardson Swan, who survives him as 
well as three daughters. Fanny L., 
Bertha E. (now teaching in the Bige- 
low school) and Jennie S. He was a 
member of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States, 
as well as of Charles AA'^ard Post 62,

Of late years he has built up an 
insurance business which has occu- 
pied his time. 

The funeral service was held at his 
late residence, 44 Erif* avenue. New- 
ton Highlands, at three Friday after- 
noon. and was conducted by Rev. S. 

H. AV’oodrow, assisted by Rev. George 
G. Phipps.

Professor J. P. Berkeley of Newton 
Centre gave a stereopticon talk on 
Palestine at the Assembly period of 
the Community School of Religious 
Education last Alonday evening. The 
audience visited in Imagination many 
of the world-famous tow'iis and cities 
of the Holy Land. Professor Berke- 
ley pointed out the need for using 
pictures in Sunday School work. 

In addition to the lantern slide pic- 
tures, there were on display at the 
School over 50 large-sized mounted pic- 
tures of Palestine.

*One of the Peaks” of the Woman’s 
Association, as Mrs. Decatur ex- 
pressed It, was reached on Wednesday 
afternoon. A large gathering wel- 
comed Dr. Brewer Eddy and listened 
with keen Interest to his talk on his 
experiences in the Far East. Several 
sister societies were represented, 
among^ them Eliot Church, AVest New- 
ton. Newton Centre, and Needham. 

Mrs. Lichliter led with devotions. 
Referring to Japan. Dr. Eddy said 
that It was not alone Commodore 
Perry w’ho opened that land to west- 
ern Influence, but year before, a band 
of praying women in Brookline laid 
aside $600 for missionary work there 
when the opportunity should come. So 
“the woman and the leaven” had 
brought enlightenment in many parts 
of the world. He fejt that Japan was 
no longer militarist. The young men 
are not seeking military training as 
formerly. Scarcely the required quota 
apply at their military academy. The 
opening offered through the new In- 
dustrial life are more attractive to 
the young Japanese. The influence of 
Chiistlanty is a dominant factor in 
the life of Japan. Alany who are not 
nominally Christian are adherents of 
Christian religion and are working for 
improvement in industrial conditions 
and other forms of social betterment. 
The Japanese are keen to discrimin- 
ate between the missionary who Is 
progressive and ready to meet the 
new problems in the modern spirit, 
and those who are ultra-conservative. 
They also deplore the meaningless 
distinctions which separate the de- 
nominations. Leaders from their own 
people are preferred, as is evidenced 
in the Doshisha which is under Jap- 
anese management. “Honorable Sec- 
retary” they call a foreigner w’ho 
gives advice in an Institution. The 
.Japanese are copyists and will follow 
closely a mode of life which they re- 
spect though they may prefer to keep 
names which are dear from associa- 
tion. A “Buddhist preaching hall” is 
an instance of this union of the new 
and old. 

In Porea the Eddy brothers spoke 
to large audiences and Sherwood did 
not hesitate to denounce the Japan- 
ese oppressors. “Tlie nation that op- 
presses the weaker nation will per- 
ish.” he told them. He advised the 
Koreans to acquire education and- de- 
velop character, as better weapons 
than violence, ftiis courage amazed 
the Koreans who would not have 
dared to speak in such strong terms. 

Turning to China. Dr. Eddy said. 
“Everything Is In disorder and chaos. 
The pieces are all there but how find 
and put together? ’Tliey are ready 
for reform but in a mess.” Too often 
the students who come to America 
carry back the evil rather than the 
best and are the menace of China. 
AA’here the mandarin was formerly 
satisfied to amass a fortune in fifteen 
years, young China prefers fifteen 
days. Hence graft and the spirit 
“after me the deluge.” A’ast sums of 
money expended on “trains de luxe” 
when there were not even suitable 
rails to carry them was an instance 
of student folly. 

The Chinese girls have nothing to 
ask of the American girl as to out- 
ward appearance and manner. The 
“new woman” has arrived but she 
lU'eds guidance lest she lose her bal- 
ance and throw away her modesty. 
She should be taught the spiritual 
qualities of life. 

Dr. Eddy had visited Rev. AA’illiam 
Leete at Fen-chow-fu, Shansi, and 
spoke in highest terms of his work. 
Through his community house he has 
enlisted the co-operation of the lead- 
ing men and as some of them are 
Confuclans Mr. Leete’s program in- 
cludes the best of those teachings. 
Dr. ft]ddy saw the roads built by the 
famine relief funds, which will be 
of lasting benefit to China. The chil- 
dren of the Newton schools had a 
share In this fund. 

.As an instance of heroism ho gave 
the story of Mary McClure. AA’hile 
teaching a group of women she 
learned that the people of the town 
were tleeing in fear of bandits who 
had given warning that in three days 
they would destroy the place. AA’ith 
a friend and an older woman she 
calmly went to headquarters of the 
bandits, facing fearlessly the armed 
robbers, and obtained audience with 
their chief. He promised to spare the 
town and give her a receipt for the 
gifts she brought. Such are the kind 
of missionaries being sent out by our 
Board. Are they not worthy of our 
loyal support? 

In closing Dr. Hkldy said. “Carry 
back to your homes the world vision. 
Go on to larger Interest. Do not look 
on your pledge envelope as some- 
thing impersonal. It Is a solid spirit- 
ual Investment. AVhen you talk to 
other wi^nen express to them your 
interest in .American womanhood 
striving to reach the women of the 
world.”

In closing her account 
of Phlllpotts Mrs. Russell advised her 
hearers to rend him for the racy talk 
of his peasantry, his scenes out of 
doors, the landscapes painted as far ns 
eye can reach, and the sky from zen- 
ith to horizon. Rend him for color, 
scent, music of bird and brook, even 
weather, past, present and prospoctlvr> 

Turning to a consideration of Ar- 
nold Bennett, she said, “The greatest 
obstacle to the permanence of his lit- 
erary fame is the mass of common- 
place production that threatens to dis- 
tract attention from his few master- 
pieces. He Is very famous and very 
rich, which Is precisely what Arnold 
Bennett intended should happen! What 
he Intends does happen. Mrs. Russell 
sketched the background of the Five 
Towns, and read snatches from several 
of his books and commented upon his 
plays. 

There is a curious similarity In the 
experience of Arnold Bennett and H. 
G. Wells and Sidney Dark was quoted 
as saying that Arnold Bennett and H. 
G. Wells spring from the same class, 
but there Is a vast difference between 
the two men. Bennett writes with 
composure, Wells with enthusiasm. 
Bennett is a conscious literary artist 
who has been vastly Influenced by the 
great French masters. Wells used his 
pen to “bash away at the minxes," He 
has so much to say that he Is more 
concerned with matter than with man- 
ner. A brief sketch of his life was 
given and some review of his books, 
but tlmo did not permit as much read. 
Ing as her hearers Could have wished.

Under the auspices of the Men’s 
Club of Grace Church, Newton, a 
Voters’ .Night was held on Tuesday, In 
Grace Church Parish House. Both 
men and women were invited to the 
meeting. 

The speaker, who was Introduced by 
Mr. Leverett D. G. Bentley, President 
of the Club, was Hon. Wellington 
Wells, Republican fioor leader of the 
Massachusets Senate. 

Mr. Wells began by saying that the 
General Court was the people's court, 
than any citizen of Massachusetts 
might address the legislature through 
petition. His petition would then be 
referred to a committee and given a 
public hearing. It cannot, as In some 
states, be pigeonholed. Every bill 
must have three hearings in each 
branch of the legislature.' It then goes 
to the governor for his signature. He 
may sign, veto, or send back to either 
house for reconsideration on the 
n cmimendations made by him, 

Alter dealing with the nassing of 
laws, Mr. Wells then went on to a con- 
sideration of the budget system. Ac- 
cording to this system, each depart- 
ment has to state in detail the exact 
amounts It wishes appropriated and 
the uses to which it Intends to put the 
money. The governor goes over this 
and makes out a budget message, and 
joint committees of both houses care- 
fully go over each item. When one 
realizes that approximately $42,000,000 
are spent yearly, the Importance of 
great care and consideration is 
obvious. 

In regard to specific measures under 
consideration at the present time, the 
speaker mentioned the proposed bridge 
across the Charles at Magazine and 
St. Paul’s Streets, and said that in his 
opinion, this bridge should he built. 
He said that he wished that there was 
more cooperation between the outly- 
ing districts of Boston in regard to 
such matters as bridges, highways, etc. 
affecting all of them. 

He believed that a state tax on gaso- 
line was a good thing, especially as 
the trucks would h.ave to pay the 
greater part, and they are the ones 
who wear out the roads. 

On the question of higher buildings 
the speaker expressed the opinion that 
this matter has not, as yet. been 
sufficiently carefully investigated to 
warrant a decision. 

There was no question in his mind 
but that the district including New- 
ton, would, in the future, need an en- 
larged water supply, but, again, this 
question needs to he carefully con- 
sidered from every angle, before de- 
finite action can he brought about. 

A new state prison Is also a neces- 
sity. Mr. Wells suggested that one of 
the islands in the harnor he used for 
this purpose. 

In regard to the recent Sunday 
Spwts Hill about which there was 
such a cry at one time, he said that 
the passage of the hill, had, in his 
opinion, already brought about good 
results. 

The speaker concluded with the 
statement that the average legislator 
was not seeking personal aggrandise- 
ment. but was honestly endeavoring to 
do his duty ns he saw it.

In plotting the 
garden, one sliuuld start in tlie liouse 
whieli is the centre of the design, and 
work outward in order to carry the 
stamp or feeling of the home into the 
garden. Some important axial line of 
j tile liouse sliould l)e carried into tlie

I ami at tlie end of it should he some- 
thing man-made— an arched trellis 
over whlfli vines may he trained, a 
l)lnl liatli, a fountain--ln order to uni- 
fy the liouse which is man-made with 
the garden. 

Tho natural place to decorate Is 
around tho edges, and tho gardener 
sliould limit himself to ten or twelve 
sorts of llowers which sliould he 
massed and scattered alternately rich- 
er than grown in well-defined rowsr

umbine for early llowering, alkanet, 
pompon crysantliemums, larkspur, 
day-lllie.s, hardy asters (developed 
from tlie wild autumn asters) veroni- 
ca, plilox, and pyrothrum.

Newloii Federation 


Monday’s meeting of the executive 
l)oard was exceedingly full of vital 
matters. Before the formal opening 
of the business meeting Mr.s. Ralph C. 
Henry, the president, referred to the 
death of Mrs. Alibott Rice, the chair- 
man of the Legislative committee, 
which had occurred since the last 
meeting, and called upon Mr.s. B. E. 
Taylor who si>oke of Mrs. Rice as a 
personal friend ami of her work for 
the Federation. Formal resolutions 
of sympathy and of deep appreciation 
of Mrs. Rice’s service to the Federa- 
tion and to the community were 
passed. 

Turning to the business of the morn- 
ing the Conservation committee called 
attention to the forest lire menace 
and urged thoughtful attention to this 
matter during the coming season, also 
to the ruthless uprooting of the trail- 
ing arlmtus and the whole sale 
gathering of laurel lest both become 
extinct. Mrs. F. 1 1. Tucker reported 
the meeting of the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association held in Decem- 
ber. 

The matter of lessening the number 
of accidents from automobiles and 
rendering the roads safe for the chil- 
dren was presented by Mr. Lewis E. 
MacBrayne of the Safe Roads Federa- 
tion. He told of what has already 
been accomplished in reducing the 
luimher of accidents and of plans to 
educate the children in the exercise of 
due care, for over 50 percent of the ac- 
cidents come to children. A state-wide 
campaign of education is planned, and 
his organization is asking aid from the 
different communities to make it pos- 
sil)le. It was voted to raise through 
the clubs $200 for this purpose. 

Mrs. W. G. Startweather reported the 
activities of the Civics committee, 
which have included raising $55 for a 
piano at the Thompsoiiville school to 
be u.sed in the Americanization work, 
the present status of the billboard 
situation, and the increasing need for 
hand concerts. 

Mrs. Harry Tyler, chairman of the 
Education committee, reported on the 
effort to push better lighting in the 
schools and stated that probably only 
enough will be appropriated to cover 
installing lights in the Classical High 
and in one of the large grammer build- 
ings; that although a petition had 
been presented for the opening of Elm 
road to auioists the aldermen will 
probably not reopen the question. Her 
committee has inspected the new 
junior high school and together with 
the Home Economics Committee is 
looking into the lunch room question. 
Mrs. ’Fyler also asked the endorsement 
of the "Newtonite." the higli sclir^'i 
paper.— which was voted,— and that 
the attention of parents generally he 
called to it, asking them to encourage 
their children to write for it and to 
contribute to it themselves. 

-Mrs. George E. Armstrong reported 
the hearing on the Federation’s hill, 
and it was voted to see if this liill 
may not hear the name of Mrs. Rice 
and he known an the "Amy Rice hill." 
The l)oard endorsed Senate hill 7G, on 
the examination, classification and 
treatment of convicted prisoners. 

Announcement was made of a Rum- 
mage Sale to 1)0 held for the benefit 
of the Federatioii’.s Working Fund in 
the week of April 19.

"The death of Mrs. Abbott Rice has 
brought to our lienrts very real grief 
and a deep sense of both personal and 
community loss. 

"Her brave, bright spirit was so 
manifest, her courage so wonderful, 
and her quiet determination to accom- 
plish that .service which she under- 
took regardless of bodily infirmity, so 
characteristic, that we failed to re- 
member how frail was her hold on 
life. 

"As chairman of the Legislative 
committee of tlie Newton Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, .Mrs. Rice accom- 
plished more in educating and inter- 
esting women of Newton in legislative 
affairs than any one else could have 
done. 

"As some one has said, the meeting 
of the Federation on February 15th, 
‘will stand us her monument.’ Scarcely 
able to make so groat an effort, Mrs. 
Rice carried that day tlirnugh with 
quiet power and without thought of 
self. 

"On Fel)nuiry 28tli, l)efore tho Joint 
Judiciary Committee at the State 
House, .Mrs. Rice presented tho bill 
which she liud caused to bo drawn up 
in tlie name of the Newton Federation, 
aiul spoke in behalf of tho bill. Few 
of those prestuit realized what a su- 
premo effort that was. Tlie passage of 
tliat bill for tlio protection of young 
girls will be a lusting memorial of a 
life of service. For hors was a life 
of service, at homo, among her per- 
sonal friends, and wherever oppor- 
tunity presented itself. 

"Mrs. Rico served for some years on 
the Legislative committee of the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs."

DEATH OF MR. SAVILLE' 


William Saville, a member of the 
wholesale •grocery firm of Saville. 
Somes & Co., of 55 Commercial street, 
Boston, dropped dead Sunday after- 
noon on the street in front of the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. F. W. 
Davis, on Windsor road, in the Wab- 
an section of Newton. He was on his 
way from the depot to his own home 
at 126 Windsor road at the time. Up 
to the moment he apparently had been 
in the best of health and but a few 
moments previously had been chat- 
ting animatedly with friends. 

He was 68 years old and a native of 
Charlestown. From boyhood he had 
been engaged In the wholesale grocery 
business and associated with a firm 
that was started 110 years ago on 
Merchants Row and was known orig- 
inally as B. & M. Tucker. His father 
also was connected with this same es- 
tablishment. In 1837 this firm was 
known as Little, Hale & Co., and in 
1851 it became Clafiin, Saville & Co., 
the Saville being the father of Wil- 
liam Saville. In 1877 George H. 
Somes of Brookline, a cousin, was 
taken into tho firm and it then became 
Saville, Somes & Co. When the father 
retired in 1880, William Saville be- 
came the Saville of the firm. 

He was twice married and is sur- 
vived by his second wife, who was 
Mrs. Marion Yale of New York. Be- 
sides his daughter, Mrs. Davis, he is 
also survived by two sons by his first 
marriage, Charles Saville of Dallas. 
Texas, and John K. Saville of Chicago 
and one son by his second wife, Wil- 
liam Saville of Quincy. 

Mr. Saville was a 32d degree Mason, 
and held membership In Dalhousle 
lodge of Newtonville. He also was a 
menii.er of the Waban Neighborhood 
Cluh. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternoon in the Church of tho 
Good Shepherd. Wal)an. Rev. William 
L. Wood, rector of the church, offici- 
ated. assisted by Rev. William Raul 
Williams of Diixl)ury. formerly rector 
of the oliurcli. Burial was in Forest 
Hills Cemetery.

Al- 
derman White said that there were 
many other places in the city where 
$16,000 could he expended to better 
purpose than at this place. He called 
attention to the fact that the budget 
calls for over three million dollars 
and that a tax rate of $28 was facing 
the city, and criticized the Public 
Works committee for favoring this 
expenditure. He stated that this curve 
was not dangerous »to anyone using 
ordinary care and believed the under- 
lying motive for this work was to 
prevent the erection of a filling sta- 
tion at this point. He suggested that 
the city might get this work done at 
far less cost if it would cooperate 
with a well-known filling company 
which was anxious to establish a sta- 
tion at this point. 

Alderman Young for the Public 
Works committee said that that com- 
mittee was supposed to act on pe- 
titions on their merits and to pass 
them along to the Finance committee 
to act on the financial side of the 
matter. He denied that any hold-up 
of a filling station was intended. 

Alderman Ross said that there were 
many accidents at this point and it 
should.-he looked at from a Inimane 
standpoint. He said that this curve 
will not stand for a greater speed 
than 28 or 30 miles an hour. 

Alderman Weeks said ho would 
favor the majority report hut thought 
the work ought to he done when the 
city could afford it. 

Alderman White said the Finance 
Committee was considering a matter 
of $100,000 for much needed drainage 
which would add $1.00 to tlio present 
tax rate, and again suggested that the 
filling station might help in the cost 
of tlie work. 

Alderman Weeks objected to any 
such action saying that this was a 
residential section and a filling sta- 
tion was not wanted there. 

The matter was further discussed 
by Aldermen G. W. Pratt, Earle. Grch- 
enstein, and Prosblent Hollis. 

A motion to recommit to the 
Flnanco committee was lost by a tie 
vote and the report was then ac- 
cepted. 

After the recess, the Garden City 
Sales Co. was refused a gasoleno per- 
mit on Washington street near Walker 
street and the Public Works commit- 
tee reported inexpedient on accepting 
the offer of Arnold Hartmann for the 
development of the Oak Hill section. 

A proposed amendment to the Rules 
prohibiting the consideration of nuit- 
tors once rejected for u period of six 
months was defeated. 

Ilcurings wore assigned on April 
2 for widening of Centre place, widen- 
ing of Coinmonwoulth avenue near 
Irving street, widening Auburn street 
at Greuuuugh street, taking laud for 
sowers in Central Close and Claren- 


don street, authorizing sewer qpn- 
structlon In Plainfield street, Wameslt 
road and Beacon street, amending the 
Building Code to meet the recent de- 
cision of the Supremo Court In the 
Atlas case, increasing the fee for 
hawkers and pedlers from $1 to $5 
and abating certain asHOSHments 
levied on account of a sewer pump- 
ing station on Upland road. 

The board adjourned at 11 o’clock. 

Alderman George W. Pratt reported 
to the hoard the results of consider- 
ation by the sub-committee on Finance 
of the matter of garbage disposal. 
(The present contract for collecting 
garbage expires September 30th.) 

Alderman Pratt said ten or eleven 
different alternative methods of col- 
lecting and disposing of garbage had 
been considered. One plan calling for 
a station at Riverside, garbage to ho 
taken away on tank cars, was consid- 
ered hut the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road were not In a position to enter 
Into an agreement of this sort. 

Ex-Alderman Carter Investigated 
the hog farms which are maintained 
in Brockton and Worcester, hut the 
committee thought unless some mem- 
ber of the hoard was able to suggest a 
location In his own ward where such 
a plant could be maintained this plan 
would have to be dismissed. 

On the plan of an Incinerator the 
cost would be about $100,000, and this 
plan seemed to he impracticable, un- 
less, as was necessary wdUi the other 
plan, some Alderman could suggest a 
site in his own ward. It would also 
he necessary, after the site was found, 
to give the matter of incineration 
careful investigation by a paid en- 
gineer. In view of the expense and 
objections the committee felt that the 
plan of incineration should be 'elim- 
inated. 

The elimination of these and other 
different methods leaves three alter- 
natives, as follows: 

The present method of contracting 
with Mr, Mague or other contractor to 
do all the work. 

The method which the Mayor recom- 
mended last year of collecting and dis- 
posing by private contractor, — the city 
owning and furnishing a plant and 
trucks. Under this plan there has been 
(lifficulty in locating a site which was 
suitable. 

The method of collecting by the city 
and taking the garbage to some out- 
side point by truck for disposal by 
sale or otherwise. 

There Is also the possibility of divid- 
ing the city into two parts, north and 
south side and making two separate 
contracts. The Street Commissioner 
is now having specifications prepared 
in order to receive bids for handling 
the garbage for year beginning when 
present contract expires in September.

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EDITORIAL 


Alderman White assorts that he op- 
posed the widening of Commonwealth 
avenue at Prince street, not hecaiise, 
but in spite of the Graphic editorials 
on the subject.

While garbage is always an unsav- 
ory subject, the proposed increase in 
cost of collection from $31,000 to 
$52,000 ought to call for something 
more drastic than a smelling com- 
mittee. 

The aldermen have acted with com- 
mendable wisdom in refusing to enter 
Into a real estate development at Oak 
Hill. 

An Interesting development of the 
Zoning ordinance is the fact that 
special attention is now called to the 
location of gasolene filling stations in 
residential zones. 


POLICE COURT 


Anthony Marchionl, aged 19, of 108

UNDER THE GILDED DOIRE 


An interesting debate of last week 
which was omitted from the last 
Gilded Dome article, took place over 
a bill to restore to his former position 
one of the striking Boston policemen. 
Tlio bill referred to a man who had 
a splendid record previous to the 
strike and was merely intended to 
f)ave the way for retirement and a 
pension. Of course this was aimply 
an opening wedge for the reinstate- 
ment of all the strikers and was so 
understod and after a long debate 
(chiefly for political effect) the bill 
was defeated by a two to one vote, 
mostly on party lines, the Democrats 
favoring and the Republicans oppos- 
ing the bill. The speakers for the bill 
frequently referred to the action of 
the Civil Service Commission in al- 
lowing the strikers to be appointed to 
the police force in other cities and 
towns than Boston. City Solicitor Jos- 
eph W. Bartlett, a former member of 
that commission, could tell an inter- 
esting story of how that situation was 
brought about. Mr. Bartlett was the 
only member of the Commission to op- 
pose that procedure. 

The Senate has rejected the bill to 
increase the school age to 16 years. 

The House has had an epidemic of 
late in overturning the reports of its 
committees. On Monday there was 
quite a field day in this respect. Among 
them was a bill to give increased 
power to local governments in the 
regulation of billboards was substi- 
tuted for an unfavorable report of the 
committee, the writer being the only 
Newton member voting for the bill. 

Mr. Wilbur E. Trussell of Newton- 
vllle w’as before the Public Health 
Committee last week in favor of his 
bill for a $150,000 hospital for the 
treatment of cancer. 

Bills presented by the writer making 
the state’s definition of intoxicating 
liquors the same as the federal govern- 


mont, and penalizing licensed victual- 
lers and Innholders who allowed the 
exposure or drinking of intoxicating 
liquors received an adverse report. 

A matter in which the city em- 
ployees of this city were interested 
came up in the House on Tuesday 
when a bill allowing an increase to 
$800 in the pension allowed to fore- 
men and inspectors was substituted 
for an adverse report of the Social 
Welfare Committee. 

There has been considerable discus- 
sion this week over the bill to make 
.Armistice day a legal holiday and 
much oratory has been wasted, mostly 
by the Democrats who think they can 
see some partisan advantage in thus 
appealing to the American Legion. 
The House took wise action, however, 
in passing a resolve requesting the 
Governor to issue a proclamation (or 
a proper observance of the day with- 
out making it a legal holiday, practi- 
cally the same procedure ns that now 
followed for Lincoln’s birthday. It 
was pertinently pointed out that to 
make Armistice day a legal holiday 
aimply meant one more football holi- 
day and not a solemn observance in 
memory of those who died during the 
World War. 

There will be no changes in the 
laws relative to Daylight Saving and 
in regard to a poll tax for women.

WOMEN'S CLUBS 


Edited by Miss Grace M. Burt 


This season of the year brings with 
It certain problems In club life that 
annually must be met. They concern 
nominating committees and Individ- 
uals, rather than tho clubs as a 
iwhole, yet upon the way jn which 
they are met, depends the whole fu- 
ture of the clubs. Now It is that 
many women are facing the questioh, 
"To be or not to be" the president of 
their respective clubs. There are 
many sides to the question. The 
problem should be faced squarely. It 
should neither be turned down light- 
ly nor should it be accepted without 
a full realization of the responsibil- 
ity entailed. The club members may 
reasonably expect a president to 
give generously of her time, but It 
does not mean that her timo can be 
demanded for every sort of trivial 
thing, and for unnecessary calls up- 
on the telephone which eat up time 
and strength almost beyond belief. On 
the other hand, a president will do 
well to keep her hands off many unim- 
portant details and leave them to tho 
committees to whom they belong. It 
is impossible for one person to at- 
tend to all those details and at the 
same time keep a vision before her 
that she wishes her club to work to- 
ward. A president In accepting the 
position must expect the unexpected, 
for it Is sure to happen. There should 
be a full realization of the extras 
that are sure to develop at often the 
most Inopportune times and she 
should be ready to "greet the unseen 
with a cheer.”

Having once "set herself to the 
plow,” outside the difficulties and the 
perplexities and the embarrassing de- 
tails, there Is a return In delight- 
ful associations, lasting friendships 
formed and a satisfaction in worth- 
while accomplishment that amply re- 
pays one for all the hard work In- 
volved.

Andrew S. Silier of 15 Eastbourne 
road, Newton Centre, pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of manslaughter Saturday 
in the Malden (’ourt, and his case was 
continued in $1000 until April 24. The 
victim was Jacob L. Chisholm of 
Everett, a driver, who had been for 
sixteen years in the employ of Frank 
E. Boyd, a milkman of Everett. 

The accident happened at six o’clock 
Friday night, when Chisholm, who was 
on strike, was showing a new driver, 
Joseph F. Higgins of Medford, the milk 
route in Malden. Chisholm was riding 
on the front seat as. Higgins was turn 
ing tho corner of High and Main street 
to go into Acorn street. Silier was 
coming down the Main street hill, and 
while he saw the wagon and jammed 
on the brakes the car slid on the ice 
and hit the rear wheel of the milk 
cart. 

Chisholm, who was sixty-two years 
old, fell out and fractured his skull 
fatally. He was born in Canning, N. 
S., and leaves a widow and two chil- 
dren, one of them a son, who was in 
the service. 


RACE OF WORLD CONQUERORS 

Saracenf Came Within a Short Spiiva 
of Controlling tho Then Entire 
Known Earth. 

The SaracetiH, who rose to auch 
power during the Middle ages, were 
originally only a trilie of wandering 
Arabs who come from the Syro Ara- 
bian desert and burassed the Roman 
empire’s frontiers. They were culled 
Haraceni by the Romans and Greeks. 
Later on the name of Saracens was 
given to all Moors, Arabs and Turks — 
In fact, to all Mohammedans, or “In- 
fidels" us they were called. Dr. John 
William Draper, in his book, "'riie 
Oonlllct Between Religion and b«.'l- 
ence" — where he gave a long account 
of tho Saracens — said, in describing 
the conquests they made after tho 
death of Mahomet : "Never in the his- 
tory of the world had there been so 
rapid and extensive a propagation of 
any religion as Mohammedanism. It 
was now dominating from the center 
of Asia to tho western verge of 
.tifrlca." At one time or another the 
Saracens conquered Egypt, Persia, 
Syria, North Africa and Palestine. 
They pushed their conquests into 
Spain under Tarlk in 711, and after 
announcing their intention of conquer- 
ing Italy, advanced into France as far 
as the banks of the Loire. Charles 
Martel (about 088-741), the Frankish 
or French ruler, in a great battle 
which took place near Tours, defeated 
the invaders, and 300,0<X) Saracens are 
said to have been killed, while the re- 
mainder retreated to Siiain. In saving 
his own country Charles Martel saved 
the rest of Europe from being overrun 
by the Moslem hordes. Gibbon, in 
speaking of these historical events, 
made the following statement: "A 
victorious line of march Iiad been pro- 
longed above u thousand miles from 
the rock of Gibraltar to the banks of 
the Loire — a repetition of an equal 
space would have carried the Saracens 
to the confines of Poland and the 
Highlands of Scotland."

Civilization and Climate. 

Prof. Ellsworth Huntington of Yale 
university marked on a map of the 
world the ureas where climate was 
most favorable to human effort. He 
called these ureas zones of climatic 
energy. Then he delved into history 
and plotted a map of civilization. He 
found that the two maps coincided. 
His conclusion was that "climate ha.s 
a great Influence on health, and its ac- 
tion on civilization in this way proi>- 
ubly is greater tliau its tllrecl effeet 
or than the indirect results arising 
through agriculture or food.” 

Professor Huntington took the rec- 
ords of pieceworkers In Pittsburgh fac- 
tories and students at West Point and 
.^VjHiapolls and found that both phys- 
ical and mental work varied In har- 
mony with the weather, according to 
the Detroit News. He found that the 
death rate also lluctuated seasonally 
according to the weather. He there- 
fore concluded that no high civiliza- 
tion Is possible In tropical regions, or 
where weather conditions are adverse. 
No high accomplishment was held po.s- 
slble where temperature and humidity 
are unfavorable.

Bernard Early of Newton Lower Falls; 
Charles F. Johnson of Newton High- 
lands; and Judge E. B. Bishop of 
iNewton Centre. Practically all of the 
Civic activities of the Chamber are ex- 
pected to originate within this com- 
mittee, which is to he virtually the 
Board of Directors of the Civic Divi- 
sion. This Division, comprising mem- 
bers of the Chamber not engaged in 
business In Newton, is the largest 
branch of the Chamber and has a 
present membership exceeding nine 
hundred. 

The membership development of the 
Chamber was resumed late last month 
and substantial progress is being 
made, forty citizens having made ap- 
plications for membership last week.

Expressions of interest in 
these projects have been so numerous 
that it is confidently expected that 
both will soon be made available to 
Newton business men.

Annual Winter Rally at the High School 
Gymnasium a Great Success 


On Saturday, March 24. the Newton 
Girl Scouts held their annual Mid- 
winter Rally, In the gymnasium of the 
.Newton High School. Newtonville. 

Three hundred and thirty-eight 
Scouts, thirty-five officers, and about 
five hundred guests were present. This

‘Mother Church,” the First M. E. 
Church in Newton. Prof Mrashall L. 
Perrin, in honor of whose father’s 
services the Church is named, delight- 
ed the guests with a brief history of 
tlie founding and early years of tho 
society. However, lie said, ‘‘it is 
dangerous to reminisce.” The 
dawn is in the future. Let all 
eyes be turned toward the dawn! 
Peter C. Baker, as chairman of 
the Building Committee, spoke of 
the loyal co-operation of the ladies 
and the men in the parsonage project. 
The pastor, Rev. George R. Wolverton, 
spoke in appreciation of the sacrifices 
of the people of the Church, declaring 
that no reminiscences could recall 
greater loyalty and devotion.

It was run as a relay race, tho girls 
placing their directions In tho hat held 
by the Scout at tho point sho was to 
run to and returning to tag the sec- 
ond girls and so on until nil had run. 
North was tho only point marked. 
Speed and accuracy counted in this 
game and Troop 5, West Newton, won 
the first place. Troop 3 Seniors came 
in second and Troop 7, Upper Falls, 
and 8, Aubiirndalo, tied for third 
place. 

Tho Question Relay came next. 
Ten questions which were drawn from 
a group of twenty sent to the Cnp- 
tnins a few weeks ago were asked to 
the Scouts who ran in relay teams 
from one end of the hall to the other. 
Each question had to he correctly 
answered before the second question 
could he asked. Speed as well as ac- 
curacy counted in this game. Troop 
7 won first place. Troop 3 Seniors sec- 
ond place and Troop 1, Nowtonvllle, 
came In third.’ 

The Bucket Brigade caused lots of 
fun, with hats for buckets, empty 
spools for water and eleven teams of 
fourteen scouts each putting out a rag- 
ing fire. Troop 1 won this game. Troop 
5 came In secoml and Troop 3 Seniors 
won third place. 

The Observation Game was won by 
Troop 11. Newton Highlands, and 
everyone was glad to have this new 
troop win a first ribbon at Its first 
Rally. Tho teams for this game were 
made of ten Scouts each. Two Troops 
lined up facing each other and at a 
signal, after they had looked hard at 
tho opponent opposite, the girls 
turned around and changed three 
things on their uniforms in plain 
sight. Thou they looked at each other 
again and each girl wrote on a card 
the things which she thought her op- 
ponent had changed. Then the card 
was corrected by the opponent and all 
were handed in to the scorers who 
gave out the places. Troop 5 won 
second place and Troops 1 and 6, No- 
nantiim, tied for third. 

The last game was the Kerchief 
Game. This was played with kerchiefs 
made from unbleached linen cut like 
triangular bandages. Commodore 
Longfellow of the American Red Cross 
' Ife Saving says that there are 57 
varieties of ways that the Scout neck- 
erchief may he used. The girls dem- 
onstrated only six ways at the Rally. 
There were six girls on each team and 
each girl had a patient. When the 
signal was given tho first girl ran 
across the hall and put the bandage 
which she had drawn on her patient. 
When she had finished she ran back to 
her team and the second pair came 
across and so on until the six patients 
from each Troop were all lined up 
ready for the judges. Speed and ac- 
curacy counted. The six uses of the 
neckerchief demonstrated were, the 
cap, the smoke mast, the trench ban- 
dage, the sling, the hand bandage and 
bandaging a sprained ankle. Troop 

won this event, 3 Seniors came In 
second and Troop 2, third. 

After this the Newton Girl Scout 
Bugle and Drum Corps gave a short 
program which was very much enjoyed 
and heartily applauded and then the 
Merit Badges were given out. The 
names of the Badges and the girls who 
won them will be printed next week. 

Scholarship badges were awarded to 
17 Scouts. These names will he 
printed next week. 

The awarding of "Five Year Service 
Stripes” came as a surprise to the 
girls. This is rather a new award. It 
Is given to a girl after she has been 
an active Scout In the organization 
for five years. Thirty-eight of these 
stripes were given out. These names 
will also be printed next week. 

Another surprise was tho award- 
ing of three Medals of Merit. This 
medal is only given to girls who have 
done very exceptional Scout work, in 
their Troop, their home, their church, 
and their community. It is applied 
for by the Captain who has such a 
girl In her Troop or by some member 
of the Troop Committee when given 
to a Captain and must he passed on by 
the Local Council, the State Council, 
and the National Standards Commit- 
tee. It is not an easy Medal to get. 
The girls to whom it was awarded 
were. Second Lieutenant Mary How- 
ard, Troop 1; Barbara Partridge. 
Troop 2 and Second Lieutenant Alice 
Phelps, Troop 5. 

Mrs. Frank A. Day. Commissioner 
for the Newton Girl Scouts and Mrs. 
Albert Carter, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Newton 
Council Girl Scouts, gave out the 
awards and ribbons. 

Captain Doris Lovell, Troop 7, and 
Lieutenant Marlon Maxim, Troop 1, 
were time keepers; Captain Sprague, 
Troop 6 acted as Aide, and Lieutenants 
Eleanor Holmes, Troop 7, and , Mar- 
garet Ball, Troop 2, were the official 
scorers.

EDITORIAL 


The people of Newton ought to be 
well pleased with the way in which 
the coal shortage has been handled 
in this city. Of course there have been 
many cases of distress and much in- 
convenience. but. as compared witl» 
other Massachusetts municipalities, 
New'ton has apparently been as least 
troubled as any. Our thanks are due 
to Mr. Oliver M. Fisher, who has given 
a large amount of valuable time to the 
unthankful task of Fuel Administrator 
and to the wholehearted co-operation 
with which nearly all of our coal 
dealers have given him in relieving 
a serious situation. Let us hope that 
before another winter comes around 
ample precautions shall have been 
taken to prevent another coal famine 
in this country. We surely ought to 
have brains enough in our Federal 
government to provide the necessary 
remedy. 


l^DER THE GILDED DOME 


The Legislature has been busy this 
week, on many matters of interest and 
on .some of which the Boston news- 
papers have taken a keen interest. 

A large amount of space has been 
taken in advocating the location of the 
proposed new bridge at Cottage Farm 
at Magazine street, and the Herald, 
has had many things to say about this 
matter. Strange to say the House by 
a vote of 146 to 57 (almost three to 
one) killed the Magazine street, pro- 
position. And yet, it is not strange 
when careful consideration is given 
the matter. To anyone who looks to 
the future of automombile traffic, it 
seems almost a crime to take any ac- 


tion which w'ould lead additional auto- 
mobile traffic into our already con- 
gested business squares, and Magazine 
street, with Its direct approach to Cen- 
tral square, Cambridge, was a striking 
example of this plan. 

The House also voted this w'eek to 
inerease the height of buildings in 
Boston, from 125 to 155 feet, and did 
so by so large a voice vote that no one 
questioned the result. There is a pos- 
sibility that a second sober thought 
may postpone this radical change for 
another year. 

Governor Cox has returned the bill 
passed on petition of many Newton 
w’omen that hearings on certain sex 
matters In the police courts should be 
held in private. The Governor said he 
was in sympathy with the project of 
the bill, but wanted some changes 
made in it. It is understood that the 
matter wMll be Ironed out to the satis- 
faction of both sides. 

A hill to give local municipalities 
larger powers in the matter of regulat- 
ing billboards was passed this week 
by he House, by a large margin. 

Possibly the most amazing action 
taken this w'eek. was the substitution 
yesterday, by the House, of a bill for 
old age pensions in place of an un- 
favorable report from the Social 
Welfare committee. This action was 
taken by a vote of 82 to 64. at the 
very end of the afternoon, and prob- 
ably does not represent the sentiment 
of the House. It Is the first time that 
this revolutionary measure has ever 
received a favorable vote in either 
branch. 

The three Newton representatives 
have not voted as a unit this week, 
the writer voting against his col- 
leagues and with a minority of the 
House in favor of granting the bonus 
to the Yeoman (F). the women em- 
ployed during the war in the Nav>' 
Department. Representative Salton- 
stall voted with the minority, in each 
case against the bill board bill, and 
for the Magazine street bridge, and 
Representative Early voted with a ma- 
jority of the House, in favor of the old 
age pension bill. 

The various bills affecting the re- 
lations of the state and county are still 
in committee, but may be out by next 
W'eek. It is rumored that there will 
be attempt made to change the pres- 
ent situation. 

Speaker Young was absent part of 
the session, on Monday, in order to at- 
tend a town meeting In Weston, where 
he retired after thirteen years as a 
selectman of that tow'n. Local govern- 
ment, will always be a success when 
men like Mr. Young are able and will- 
ing to give years of service for their 
fellows and to set a standard for pub- 
lic service in every village and town 
in the Commonw’ealth. 

The tax on gasolene, and compul- 
sory insurance for motor cars are still 
in committee.

ROAD OF THRILLS 

San Diego Short Line Traverses 
Wild Country. 


For Real Beauty Travelers Have De- 
clared There It Nothing on 
Earth Surpassing It 

“Travelers are urged, and properly 
so, to see America first, hut no person 
can claim to have fulfilled the admoni- 
tion,” .says Editor Howe of the Atchi- 
son (Kansas) Globe in a recent Isstie, 
“unless bo bos made a trip over the 
San Diego Short Line from Yuma, 
Arizona, to the coast city, the thrill 
road of this continent. While the 
road known ns the San Diego & 
Arizona Is 220 miles long, only 11 
miles is thrill territory. During that 
11 miles. It pn.sses through Carriso 
mountain gorge, dodging through 17 
tunnels which alone were driven at 
a cost of nearly two millions of dol- 
lars, and clinging, when out In the 
open, to a roadbed chiseled from the 
sides of mountains, with gaping 
canyons almost straight below you 
to a distance in places ns great ns 
900 feet. Above the track are sheer 
and almost perpendicular walls of 
granite, .^(s the train slips slowly 
around sharp mountain cun-es on Its 
shelf, which from a distance looks 
like a burro trail, one gets as many 
thrills as are experienced In avia- 
tion, but with confidence Inspired by 
the knowledge that he Is secured and 
upon a firm footing through modem 
railroad construction. The San Diego 
& Arizona was the only railroad com- 
pleted during the late war. It was 
opened In 1910. Its total cost was over 
eighteen millions of dollars and It is 
owned jointly by J. D. and A. B. 
Spreckles and the Southern Pacific. 
It was built to give Say Diego a di- 
rect line to the east and before Its 
completion everything moving west- 
ward Into San Diego or going east 
from there had to pass through Los 
Angeles. 

“Because of Its enoraious cost the 
road doesn’t pay. It Is said, but It Is 
a great scenic route. The Snn Diego 
& Arizona hugs the International 
boundary closely, crossing and recross- 
ing It a number of times. In fact 
for 44 miles It Is In Old Mexico, but 
In the peaceful section of Lower Cali- 
fornia. No passports are required of 
pas.sengers, and there Is no Inspection 
of through •baggage. The train stops 
at several Mexican villages where 
lager beer signs may be seen from the 
car windows, but the thirsty must 
retain their thirst. The train doesn’t 
stop long enough to wet whistles, and, 
anyway, vestibules are not opened. 
There Is no chance for passengers to 
leave the train. Persons who have 
traveled extensively say. there Is noth- 
ing surpassing the scenery In Carrlzo 
gorge.”

We have 
been led to believe that the only con- 
HCi(>ntlouH objertor to Riicb a pro- 
Kraninio waH the farmer who In tbo 
whlrllRlK of time found lilmRolf forced 
to Hmoke biH pipe In a leiHurely 
faHblon In the early morn while tho 
dew was on tho pumpkin and the hay 
was In tho Meld. Meanwhile he woh 
forced to ceaHo IiIr lahorn while the 
Him was Htlll hlRh In the heavena. 

There Ih another group of consclen- 
tlouH ohjectorH, the parentR of younger 
children. I might alao add the teacherR 
of younger children. 

Let UH consider the caae of the chil- 
dren. First of all in the latter part 
of May and .June, when It gets dark 
late It Is practically ImpoRslble to get 
them to bed. If they are forced to go 
to bed they do not sleep. Light, noise 
and heat prevent. In the morning 
they tend to wake up according to the 
old time. They tend to oversleep, but 
even If they do. they do not get their 
iLsual and neresaary amounts of sleep. 

Getting up later they are likely to 
a hurried and inadequate breakfast 
get a hurried and Inadequate breakfast 
and rush off for school. Thus they 
make a poor beginning for the day. 

Daylight saving increases the 
amount of physical strain on the child. 
In the spring children need more 
rather than less rest. Even under the 
best of conditions they get less sleep 
than In the winter. In the spring 
there is increased activity out-of-doors. 
Daylight saving increases this natur- 
ally beyond reasonable hounds. The 
strain on the child even under a sane 
method of reckoning time shows it- 
self in a decrease In weight. There 
is no argument for daylight saving 
certainly from the point of view of 
the younger school children. Practi- 
cally all the teachers that I have 
talked with — teachers who are inter- 
ested in the physical welfare of their 
children, condemn daylight saving. 

The case of the mother is simple. 
The management of the household 
becomes increasingly difflcult. The 
length of her day is increased. She 
has less time for much needed reflec- 
tion and relaxation. 

I believe that most parents and 
teachers of younger school children, 
if they are given a chance to express 
themselves through your columns, will 
express their opposition to daylight 
saving. 

Isn’t is about time that Boards of 
Trade, legislators and the leisure-lov- 
ing golf player should finally con- 
sider mothers and chidren. When they 
do, I believe, daylight saving legisla- 
tion will he wiped off the books.

The present price of Buckwheat 
should ho about $10.00, and the pres- 
ent price of sold coal $9.00 to $11.00 
per ton, according to the quality. It 
Is believed a still further reduction in 
the price of Soft coal, and Steam sizes 
will be made later on, hut in general 
the Boston prices will at all times pre- 
vail In the City of Newton. 

In closing my duties as Fuel Admin- 
istrator for the City of Newton, I wish 
to publicly express my appreciation of 
the full cooperation that has been giv- 
en me by the coal dealers doing busi- 
ness in the City of Newton.

My dear Grandchildren: — 

Do you ever wonder what Boston 
was like, and what the hoys used to do 
when your Grandpa was one of theni? 

It was not much like this Boston 
nnwadaya, and aithouKh we used to 
have lots of fun, we had very different 
times from yours, and some pretty 
rough ones, especially at school. 

If you could look into one of those 
magic mirrors wo read about, and see 
the Old Boston of my young days, you 
would say It was almost like a country 
village compared with this city in 
which we now rush about. — this hurly- 
burly of crowded streets, electric wires 
and cars; jams of people, jams of 
houses, and no peace anywhere. 

I think I must tell you a few of the 
stories of things 1 remember in my 
childhomi, so that by the time you 
come to have little youngsters, climb- 
ing on your knees, and begging for 
storie.s, you can amuse them with these 
queer old times long ago when their 
greatgrandfather was a boy. 

Franklin Street is now entirely a 
street of business buildings; but when 
I was born, in the year 1810, It 
had handsome, comfortable dwelling- 
houses, with gardens around and be- 
hind them, 1 was born on the ninth of 
January, 1810, In the house that stood 
on the upper side of “the Arch,” where 
Arch Street now begins. Over this 
arch were rooms where the old Boston 
Idbrary was kept. 

I was a regular Boston boy, through 
and through. My grandfather was a 
young married man at the breaking 
out of the Revolution, and when Bos- 
ton was held by the British, and 
General Gage issued orders that none 
of the people should leave the town, 
iny grandfather and grandmother 
made a fine plan of escape with some 
friends of theirs who had obtained a 
permit to pass through the British 
lines and go out into the country. 
These friends had a little child; so 
they dressed my grandmother as a 
nursery maid, and gave her the child 
to hold. They all sat In a big o.x-cart, 
which held their furniture and bag- 
gage as well as themselves, and my 
grandfather, dressed as a teamster, 
walked, and drove the oxen. 

When they came to the guards, they 
showed their permit for the family, 
and all went safely through, no one 
noticing the unskilful fashion in 
which the citified teamster managed 
his oxen. So they journeyed to Haver- 
hill and settled there, and never re- 
turned to live in Boston. Afterwards, 
their daughter, who was my Mother, 
was married and lived in Boston, and 
there a lot of us children, mostly boys, 
grew up. Whenever we had a vaca- 
tion long enough, — (our vacations 
were not like yours nowadays, they 
were few and short, and far between) 
—off we would hurry, either by the 
stagecoach or on foot, to stay at the 
dear old Grandfather’s house in Haver- 
hill, and have jolly times in the coun- 
try. I 

The war of 1812 with England, came ' 
when I was two years old, and I can 
remember distinctly how I paraded 
about with a drum which my uncle 
gave me, how my baby patriotism 
caused civil war in the family and I 
was turned out into tne back-yard to 
enjoy my celebration of the declara- 
tion of war. 

Of course there was great excitement 
about the war, and my parents 
thought it safer to move away from 
the city until more peaceful times; so 
we went to Medford, and boarded there 
for a year or two until public affairs 
quieted down. 

After that we returned to Boston 
and lived in a house near the North 
End. which was then the finest part 
of the town. While I was still a very 
“little shaver,” in petticoats. 1 was 
sent to a school near our nouse, which 
had back windows overlooking our 
garden, and in front were fine tall elm 
trees. 1 remember clearly the day of 
the great “September Qale" of 1815, 
about which you know Dr. Holmes 
wrote a poem, telling how he lost his 
“Sunday breeches” wnich blew away 
off the clothes-line. 

I remember that the wind grew so 
violent, and broken branches of the 
elms in front of the school-room came 
down 80 fast, that our school-master 
became alarmed, and decided to send 
us children home before it grew worse. 
He dared not let us out by the front 
door, into the street, for fear the fall- 
ing branches might hurt us, so he took 
us to the back window, and dropped 
us, one by one, to the ground, telling 
us to run home. There was never any 
need in those days to tell a child lo 
run from school. It was usually a 
place of cruelty, and brutal torture, 
and why we ever bore It all I cannot 
now understand. The very memory 
of my school life in Boston is like a 
nightmare to me. 

Under various masters, not only in 
iny young childhood, but in the Latin 
and High schools, with one noble ex- 
ception, we suffered constant callings 
and beatings as a matter of course, — 
a part of the daily plan, without which 
our education was not complete and 
beside these regular, ordinary cunlngs 
and ferulings, there was practised by 
many of the school-masters a cruel 
system of tortures worthy of the Span- 
ish inquisition. After these many 
years of my life 1 have never lost my 
feeling of horror at the thought of 
school, and to this day I cannot under- 
stand the Interest and happiness in 
school which I hear of from you chil- 
dren around me. 1 must tell you about 
the one satisfying pleasant memory 
of iny days of torment. When I went 
to the Latin School it was in School 
Street, in the old building which has 
since heen removed, just below where 
the Parker House now stands. 

One of our regular rules of bouor 
among the hoys was that if anyone 
was caught telling tales, he should be 
taken after school and "bumped” 
against King's Chapel, — four boys 
swinging him by his arms and legs 
against the stone wall of the old 
church. 

One day when we discovered such a 
traitor, (he was afterward Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts, and I always told him we 
knocked his wisdom into him against 
King’s Chapel wall,) — as wo wore giv- 
ing him his regulatiou bumping after 


svhoni, the master came along, and 
saw us. He dispersed us at once, anil 
wo knew there would bo trouble fol- 
lowing. for the masters then exercised 
their power over us out of school 
hours, ns well ns in. So we made an 
agreement to stand by each other In 
case of trouble and resist the tyrant. 
The next day our four names were 
called at the close of school, ainl we 
were ordered to stay. That meant 
whipping. I was a little fellow, the 
youngest of the four, and the master 
took me first; hut he no sooner 
touched me than I sprang at him, and 
caught him around the waist, kicking 
all the time such a vigorous “rub-a- 
dub” on his shins with my hard, thick, 
little boots, and sticking so tight that 
he could not get rid of me, until he 
finally dragged me along to the door, 
and unlocking it, he threw It open and 
told us to go: That was a victory! I 
still feel the joy of that great moment; 
it was the triumph of my boyhood. The 
old tyrant never mentioned the affair 
again: hut I believe it was long before 
he forgot my vicious Tittle hoots. One 
of our school-masters kept a pet cow- 
hide for his heavy work, — for those 
terrible occasions when his brutal tem- 
per was especially aroused and when 
mere rattan was not stout enough 
tor laying on the blows. A cruel red 
cowhide; we used lo call it “Red 
Lion,” and woe to the poor chap who 
received its welts upon his back. 
While I was still a small boy the mas- 
ter one day called me lo him, and as 
I stood by his side, he turned and 
marked a little dot of Ink on my nose 
with his pen. When he had finished 
speakln gto me 1 went off and forgot 
all about the inspot. The next morn 
Ing he called me to him, and asked 
me if I had washed my face that morn- 
ing. I said “Yes sir, certainly I did.” 
Upon which he took me and heat me 
until I became unconscious, for “tell 
Ing a lie.” as he said. 

He had artfully set a trap for me 
the day before, to lead me into trouble, 
and because I had forgotten to give 
the inkspot an extra scrubbing, and 
it did not come off with my common 
washing, he declared me a liar. I must 
not tell you more of these abominable 
doings, for It stirs up my wrath even 
now to talk about them. I have seen 
other children beside myself struck 
down unconscious on the floor in 
school, and many other ingenious 
methods of torture, such as making a 
boy put his head out of the window, 
and the pulling down the heavy win- 
dow, without weights, to rest on the 
hack of his neck. 

Another favorite metho<l was to 
make a boy jump and catch hold the 
top of the school-room door: then the 
master would close the door far 
enough to hold his fingers caught, and 
then beat him as he hung there. 

At one time we had three school-ses- 
sions each day, — going to a separate 
“intermediate” school at noon, but I 
never discovered that those extra 
hours of schooling knocked any extra 
amount of learning or wisdom into 
our heads. 

We never had any Christmas holi- 
days, nor any Christmas presents, for 
you know that there has been an old 
Puritan law in Massachusetts, forbid- 
ding the keeping of Christmas, because 
it was a custom of the Papists, and in 
my boyhood that law had not been 
repealed. 

We had Thanksgiving Day, with 
great feasting. Fast Day, Election day 
in May, and the Fourth of July. Our 
long vacation was two weeks in sura 
mer. But after all, we managed to get 
a good deal of bo^’s fun wedged in be- 
tween our school hours. 

In winter we used to go coasting on 
Beacon Hill, which was then a steep 
rough sand-bank at the top, long be- 
fore the State House was built. Some- 
times we coasted down the streets 
back of the hill, leading down to Cam- 
bridge Street. I remember one day 
I was “clipping it” down on my little 
sled, lying on ray stomach, “belly 
bump,” as we called it, when I came 
behind a rt'spectable old lady, a friend 
of my Mother, and not being able to 
stop or chiinge my course, I coasted 
right under lier, and took her along, 
sitting on my poor little back, and 
nearly crushing me. Poor old Miss 
Nancy was of course much frightened 
and disgusted, and she gave me a sharp 
piece of her mind on the spot. In 
summer we had two daily trips to the 
Common, to drive our cow to and 
from pasture. Many families pastured 
their cows there, each cow being 
branded with her owner’s initials. 

In those days places In the city 
seemed much farther apart than they 
do now. The South End, and the 
Neck, as the road to Roxbury was 
called, seemed to us far away, and any- 
one going there to make a short visit 
took leave of home as we now would 
for a trip to Europe or Japan. 

There was in those days no Public 
Garden, for the water of the Back 
Bay came up to the Common, and there 
were no streets or houses west of that, 
As I look hack I think boys must have 
been allowed to roam less restrained 
than nowadays, and perhaps the whole 
city life was less under orderly 
control; In fact we boys did many 
things which I should now consider 
shucking in buys of good families and 
homes. 

Whenever there was a hanging it 
took place n(!ur Blackstone Square at 
the South End, and I trudged away 
over there one day with the other boys 
to see a poor fellow strung up. 
member well how far away It seemed 
and how horrified I was at the dread 
ful sight. We boys were always on the 
spot at every fire, by day or night, 
and were eager to take our share of 
the work in fighting the llames. The 
fire companies with their hand engines 
were a most interesting feature of our 
life. The citizens took part, and every 
house was required to have lire buckets 
kept handy for use. 

Another source of excitement was 
our constant feud with the ('harles- 
town hoys; wo called them “Charles- 
town Pigs,” and whenever they ven- 
tured across the bridge, within Boston 
limits, they had to expect a fierce at- 
tack, and often a pitched buttle fol- 
lowed. 

After I stopped going to school, I 
went us a “hoy” into a commercial 
house to learn the busiuess, with hard 


ork and no pay. I used to start out 
by starlight on cold winter mornings, 
and often did not get home from work 
until late at night. Whenever I did get 

rare holiday my great pleasure was 
to go off on a long tramp perhaps to 
my Grandfather’s at Haverhill, — 
sometimes even to Portland, where an 
uncle lived. Once, when I was quite a 
young hoy, 1 started forth one vaca- 
tion day, resolved to walk all the way 
to Portland, and spend Sunday at my 
uncle’s. Ah I drew near the end of 
my long tramp, on Saturday afternoon, 
and was trudging un a long hill, n 
gentleman in a buggy overtook n'«, 
and invited me to get in with him; 
l)iU I declined, and told him I had 
mode up my mind to walk every step 
of the way. So 1 went on alone, and 
after a good night’s rest went to 
hurch next morning with my uncle, 
who was eager to hear the dis- 
tinguished minister from a distance, 
who was to preach to them that day. 
What was my surprise to see my 
friend of the day before, whose urgent 
invitation I had resisted, stand up in 
the pulpit and preach. 

My uncle was a deacon, and when 
we stopped after church to Invite the 
minister to dinner, he looked at me 
with surprise, and said: “Why, here 
is my little friend of yesterday, wno 
was so plucky in keeping his resolu- 
tion to walk every step from Boston.” 

When 1 was nineteen, my Brother 
and I took a wonderful tramp from 
Boston to the White Mountains and 
climbed Mt. Washington with old 
Ethan Crawford, the famous guide. 
There was neither carriage-road nor 
railway up the mountain, and it was 
unsafe to attempt the foot-trail with- 
out a guide. 

That was not long after the terrible 
avalanche in the Crawford Notch, 
which destroyed nearly all of the 
Willey family, leaving their home, 
from which they fled, untouched. We 
found the place a dreadful scene of 
ruin and destruction. 

When I returned to Boston from that 
delightful tramp, I made ready to sail 
on my first voyage to India, going out 
to Calcutta as “Supercargo” for a Bos- 
ton firm, and that was the end of boy 
hood for me.
